I am not ſo vain as to think that 1 have here com- 

"pletely finiſhed this great undertaking , with ll the ad- 
vantages fy which ſuch a deſign x capable. Nor cn,th 
other hand} am I ſo diffdent oft this E.flay, as not id i 
lieve it ſufficient for the buſineſs to which it pretends, 
namely the diſtin# expreſſion of all things and notions 
that fall under diſcourſe. 

I am ſenſible of ſundry defefts in the ſeveral} parts of 
this Book : And therefore would make it my humble mo- 
tion to your Lordſhip and this Society, that you would 
by your Order appoint ſome of our number, thoronghly to 
examin & conſider the whole, and to offer their thoughts 
concerning what they judge fit to be amen1edin it, Par- 
ticularly in thoſe T ables that concern the ſpecies of Na- 
tural bodies ; which if they were ( 0 far as they are yet 

nown and diſcovered ) diſtinly reduced and deſcribed, 

his would very much promote and facilitate the know- 
ledg of Nature, which is one great end of your Inſtitu- 
tion. And beſides, the ranging of theſe things into ſuch 
an order as the Society ſhall approve, would afford a very 
good method for your R « agony) both for the diſpoſal 
of what you have already, and the {upplying of what 
you want, towards the compleating of that Colleftion, ſo 
generouſly begun of late, by the bounty of M*+ Daniel 
Collwal, a worthy Member of this Society. And by 
this means, I ſhould not doubt, but that in a very ſhort 
ſpace , you would have the moſt uſefull Repoſitory in 
the World. | 
Its meaſe _———— to Enumerate all ſuch mat- 
ters as are to be provided for in ſuch a deſign ; But the 
buſineſs of Detining , being amongſt all others the moſt 
nice and difficult, muſt needs render it a very hard task 
for any one to attempt the deing of th 3s, fer all kinde of 


hings, 
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the deſign here propoſed. 
Upon which account I may be excuſed for being ſo 


ſollicitons about the aſſiſtance of others in theſe matters, 
becauſe of their great difficulty and importance. 'T he 
compleating of ſuch a deſign, being rather the work of a 
College and an Age, then of any ſrngle Perſon : I mean; 
the combined Studies of many Students, amongſt whoin, 
the ſeverall ſhares of ſuch a Work ſhould be diſtributed ; 
And that for ſo long a _ of time , wherein ſufficient 
experiments might be made of it by praffice, 
| It has been ſayd concerning that famows Italian Aca- 
demy ſtyled de la Crulca,conſeting of many choice Men 
of great Learning, that they beſtowed forty years in fi- 
niſhing their V ocabulary. And 'tis well enough known, 
that thoſe great Wits of, the French Academy, did begin 
their Ditionary #n the year 1 6 3 9. And for the haſt- 
ning of the Work , did diſtribute the parts of it among## 
ſeverall Committees ; and yet that undertaking is (* for 
ought I can underſtand_) far enough from being finiſhed. 
Now if thoſe famous Aſſemblies conſiſting of the 
great Wits of their Age-and Nations, did judge this 
Work of Di&tionary-making, for the polihing of their 
Language , worthy of their united labour and ſindies ; 
C ge then, the Deſzgn here propoſed,ought not to be 
thought unworthy of ſuch aſſiſtance ; it being as much to 
be preferred before that, as things are better then words, 
as real knowledge i beyond Fil of ſpeech, as the 
general good of mankind, is beyond that of any particu- 
lar Countrey or Nation. | 
I im very ſenſible that the moſt uſefull inventions do 
at their firſt appearance, make but a very ſlow progreſs in 


the World, unleſs belped forward by ſome particular ad- 
vantage 
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The ErrisTLs 

vantage. Logarithms were an Invention of excellent 
Art and uſefulneſs ; And yet it was a conſoderable time, 
before the Learned Men in other parts, did ſo farr take 
notice of them , as to bring them into uſe. 1 he Art of 
Shorthand , zs in its kind an Ingenious device , and of” 
conſederable uſefulneſs applicable to any Language, mucb 
woudered at by T ravailers that have ſeen the experience 
of it in England : And yet though it be above T brce- 
ſcore years, ſince it was firſt Invented , "tis not to this 
day ( for ought I can learn) brought mto common pra- 
ice in any other Nation. And there is reaſon enough 
to expect the like Fate for the deſign here propoſed. 

T he only expedient I can think of againſt it, is, T hat 
it be ſent abroad into the World, with the reputation of 
having bin conſadered and approved of, by ſuch a Soct- 
cty as this; which may provoke, at leaſt, the Learned 
part of the World,to take notice of it, and to give it ſuch 
encouragement, as it ſhall appear to deſerve. 

And if upon ſuch an amendment and recommens-. 
aation by this Scciety, the deſign here propoſed, ſhould 
happen to come into common uſe, It would requite the 
Honour you beſtow upon it , with abundant Intereſt. 
[ he being Inſtrumental in any ſuch diſcovery as does 
tend to the Cniverſal good of Mankind, being ſufficient 
uot. only to make the Authors of it famons, but alſo the 
1 imes and Places wherein they live. 

He that knows how to eſtimate, that judgment infli- 
ed on Mankind in the Curſe of the Contutton , with 
all the unhappy conſequences of it , may thereby judge, 
what great advantage and benefit there will be, in a re- 
medy agaiuſt it, Men are content to beſſow much time 
and pains in the Study of Langnazes, in order to their 
mere eaſy converſing with thoſe of other Nations, *T is

ſaid of Mithridates King of Pontus,that be was killed 
in T wo and twenty ſeveral T ongues, which were ſpoken 
in the ſeveral Provinces under bis Dominion : Which, 
tho it were a very extraordinary attainment , yet bow 
ſhort a remedy was it againſt the Curſe of the Confuſson, 
conſudering the vaſt multitude of Languages that are in 
the World. | 

Beſedes that moſt obvious advantage which would 
enſue, of facilitating mutual Commerce, amongſt the ſe- 
verdl Nations of the World, and the improving of all 
Natural knowledge ; [r would likewiſe very much con- 
duce to the ſpreading of the knowledge of Religion. 
Next to the Gift of Miracles , and particularly that of 
1 ongues, pcwred out upon the Apoſtles in the firſt plant- 
ing of Chriſtianity, T here is nothing that can more effe- 
Fually conduce to the further accompliſhment of thoſe 
Promiſes, which concern the diffuſ#on of it, through all 
Nations, then the defign which is here propoſed. 

To which it will be proper for me to add, T hat this 
deſign will hkewiſe contribute much 10 the clearing of 
ſome of our Modern differences in Religion, by unmask- 
ing many wild errors , that ſhelter themſelves under the 
diſguiſe of affeted phraſes ; which being Philoſophically 
unfolded, and rendered according to the genuine and na- 
tural importance of Words, will appear to be inconſiſten- 
cies and contradiftions. And ſeveral of thoſe pretended, 
myſterions, profound notions, expreſſed in great ſwelling 
words, whereby ſome men ſet up for reputation, being 
this way examined,will appear to be, either nonſence, or 
very flat and jejune. | | 

And tho it ſhould be of no other uſe but this, yet were 
it in theſe days well worth a mans pains and ſiudy , con- 
ſrdering the Common miſchief that is done, and the many | 

þ impoſtures 
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The EexisTLE, &c. 
impoſtures and cheats that are put upon men , under the 
diſguiſe of affeFed inſegnificant Phraſes. 

But what ever may be the iſſue of this attempt, as to 
the eſtabliſhing of a real Charafer, and the bringing of 
it into Common uſe, amongſt ſeveral Nations of the 
World (of which I have but wery ſlender expectations; 

yet this I ſhall aſſert with greater confi dence , T hat the 
reducing of all things and notions to ſuch kind of T ables, 
as are here propoſed ( were it as compleatly done as it 
might be would prove the ſhorteſt and plaineſt way for 
the attainment of real Knowledge, that hath been yet of- 
fered to the World, And I ſhall add further that theſe 
very T ables (as now they are_) do ſeem to me a much 
better and readier courſe, for the entring and training up 
of men in the knowledge of things, then any other way of 
Inſtitution that I know of ; which I ſhould not preſume 
to aſſert before ſuch able Fudges as thole of this Society, 
were it not a thing I had well conſidered and were con- 
vinced of. 
I have nothing fo. 'ber to add, but only the declaring 
my ſelf to be moſt Zealouſly devoted to the Honour and

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READER. 

T may perhaps be expeFed by ſome, that t ſhould give an account of my 
ingaging in a Work of this nature ſo utiſuitable to my Calling and Buſts 
neſs. 

7 the ſatisfaFion of ſuch, they may pleaſe to take notice, that this 

" Work was firſt undertaken, during that vacancy and leaſure which 1 

formerly enjoyed in an Academicall ſtation, to which the endeavours of promo- 

ting all kind of uſefull know!edge, whereby Learning may be improved, # avery 

ſuitable imployment, In the time of that daily and intimate converſe which 1 

then injojed, with that moſt Learned and excellent Perſon Dr. Seth Ward the 

preſent Biſhop of Salisbury. 7 had frequent occaſion of conferring with him, 
concerning the various Deliderata, propoſed by Learned men, or ſuch things as 
were conceived yet wanting to the advancement of ſeveral parts of Learning ; 
amongſt which, this of the Univer(al Character, was one of the principal, moſt 
of which he had more deeply. conſidered, than any other Perſon that I knew. 

And in reference to this particular,he would ſay, That as it was one of the mo 

uſefull, ſo he judged it to be one of the moſt tealible, amongſt all the reſt, if pro- 

ſecuted ina repular way. But for all ſuch attemps to this purpoſe, which he had 
either ſeen or heard of, the Authors of them did generally miſtake in their firſt 
foundations ;, whilſt they did propoſe to themſelves the framing of ſuch a Cha- 


racer, from a Dictionary of Words, according to ſome particular Language, 
without reference to the nature of things, and that common Notion of thepy, 


wherein Mankind does agree, which muſt chiefly be reſpeFed, before any. 


attempt of this nature con'd fignifie any thing, as to the main end of 
Wb. 

It was from this ſuegeſtion of his, that I firſt bad any diſtin® apprehenſcon 
of the proper courſe to be obſerved, in ſuch an undertaking ; having in a Treatiſe 
I had publiſhed ſome years before, propoſed the Hebrew Tongue as conjiting of 
feweſt Radicals, to be the fitteſt ground work fur ſuch a deſign. 

Beſides 
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and famous Schools of Learning , from ſuch reproaches, whereby ſome 
rorant and ill-natured men ( taking the advantage of thoſe bad Times, ) 
would have expoſed them 10 contempt and ruine, In which Treatiſe there, 
is mention made of ſome conſiderable preparations , tewards the Deſien here 
propoſed, which if his other neceſſary imployments would have permitted. 
him to have proſecuted , would without doubt , long ere this , have been ad- 


vanced to as great a Perfedion , as the firſt Eſſay in ſo difficult a matter conld 
have attained. ; 

It was ſome conſiderable time after this , before T had any thought of 
attempting any thing in this kind: The firſt occaſion of it was , from a 
deſire I had , to give ſome aſſiſtance to another perſon , who was willing to 
'ingage in this deſign of framing a real Character, jrom the Natural ng- 
tion of things for the helping of whom in ſo worthy an undertaking, 
1 did offer to draw up for him, the Tables of Subſtance, or the ſpecies 
of Natural Bodies, reduced under their ſeveral Heads ; which I did accord- 
ingly perform, much after the ſame Method , as they are hereafter ſet 
down: Though in the doing of it, I found much more labour and difficulty , 
then I expeFed, when I undertook it. But he for whom I had done this, 
not likive this method, as being of too great a Compaſs , conceiving that 
he could ſufficiently provide ſor all the chicf Radicaſs , in a much briefer 
and more eaſy way , did net think fit to 'make uſe of theſe Tables. Upon 
which, being my ſelf convinced , That this which T had begun," was the 
only courſe for the effeding of ſuch a work, and being withal unwilling 
to looſe ſo much pains as T had already taken towards it, T reſolved ( as 
my leaſure would permit ) to go on with the other Tables of Accidents. 
And mhen after many reviews and changes. I had reduced ( as well as I 
could ) into theſe Tables , all ſimple thinys and notions, by a Conſidera- 
tron of them a Priori, I then judged it neceſſary to attempt the redu- 
Hion of ail other Words in the Dictionary 10 theſe Tables, either as they 
were Synonymous fo them, or to be dehned by them, which wouid be a 
means to try the ſulneſs of theſe Tables, and conſequently to ſupp'y their 
defeds's And beſuddes a preat help to Learners, who without ſuch a direTion, 
might not perhaps at firſt be able to find out the true Place and notion of many 
Words. | 

For the farther compleating of this Work, IT ſound it neceſſary to take 
into conſideration, the framing of ſuch a Natural Grammar, as might 
be ſuited to the Philoſophy of Speech, abſiraTing from thoſe many unneceſſary 
rules belonging to inſtituted Language, which proved a matter of no ſmall 
difficulty , confidering the little help to be had for it , fron: thoſe ſew Authors 
who had before underbaken to do any thing in this king. 

In the doing of theſe things, I have not negleded ary help that T could 
procure from others , and muſt acknowledge my ſelf much ingaged to ſun- 
dry Learned Alen of my acquaintance fur their diredions , and furtherance 
in ſuch matters, as were moſt ſuitable to their ſeveral Studies and Profeſ- 

ſtons, | 
Amroneſt the reſt, I muſt not forget to make particular mention of the 
ſpecral aſſiſtance 1 kave received, \m drawirg up tie Tables of Animals 
from 
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from that all Learned and Inquiſttive Gentleman ,4 worthy Member of the 
Royal Society, Ad. Francis Willoughby, who bath made it his particulat 
buſineſs, in his late Travails through the moſt. conſiderable parts of Europe , 


to inquire after and underſtand the ſeveral ſpecies of Aniaials, and by his 


own Obſervations is able to advance that part of Learning, and to add many 
things, to what hath been formerly done, by the moſt Learned Authors in this 
hind. 

And as for thoſe moſt difficult Tables of Plants, I have received the like 
aſſiſtance , from one of his Companions in Travail, Mr. John Wray, Late 
Felow of Trinity Colledge iz Cambridge, who beſedes his other general 
Knowledge, hath with great ſucceſs applyed himſelf to the Cultivating of that 
part of Learning. 

And as for the principal difficulties , which 1 met with in any other part of 
this Work, I muſt acknowledge my ſelf obliged to the continual aſſiſtance Thave 
bad, from my moſt Learned and worthy Friend, Dr. William Lloyd , ther 
whom ( ſo far as Tam able to judge, this Nation could not have afforded 4 
fitter Perſon , either for that great Induſtry, or Accnrate judgment, both in 
Philological, ard Philoſophical matters, required to ſick a Work, And 
particularly I muſt wholy aſcribe to him that tedious and difficult tak, of 


ſuting the Tables to the Diftionary , and the drawing up of the DiCtionary zt 


ſelf , which upon tryal, I doubt not, will be found to be the moſt perfe@, that 
was ever yet made for the Engliſh Tongue. 

And here I think, it prpoer to give notice that there are ſeveral Words 
wrentioned in the Dictionary , and frequently uſed amongſt ſome Authors, 
which are yet very queſtionable as tos their fitneſs and propriety : Each of theſe 
were in the Original Coppy marked with an Aſterisk, for the better diſtin@ion 
of them; but by ſome overſight, theſe marks have been omitted in the In- 
preſſion. 


If any ſhall ſuggeſt, that ſome of the Enquiries here inſiſted upon (as par- 
ticularly thoſe about the Letters of the Alphabet) do ſeem too minute and 
trivial, for any prudent Man to beſtow his ſerious thoughts and time a- 
bout. Such Perſons may know, that the diſcovety of the true nature and 
Canſe of any the moſt minute thing, doth promote real —— and there- 
fore cannot be unfit for any Mans endeauours, who is willing to contri- 
bute to the advancement of Learning. Upon which Account ſome of the 
woſt eminent Perſons, in ſeveral Ages, who were Men of buſineſs , 
have not diſdained to beſtow their pains about the Firſt Elements of 
Speech, 

gtre# Czſar, is ſaid to have written a Book de Analogia» And the 
Emperour Charles the Great, to have made a Grammar of his vulgar Tongue. 
So did $t. Baſil for the Greek ; and St. Auſtin for the Latin, both extant ir 
their Works. 

Beſides divers of great reputation both Ancient and Modetn , who have 
Iwritten whole Books on purpoſe, concerning the juſt Number of the Letters in 
the Alphabet ;, Others have applyed their diſquiſitions to ſome particular Let- 
ters : Meſlala Corvinus', « Great Man, and a famons Orator amongſt the 
Romans, Writ a Book concerning the Letter S. Adamantius Martyr, 
was the Author of another Book,,concerning the Letters.V. and B. Our Learned 
Gataker has Publiſhed a Book, concerning Dipthongs. And Jovianus Ponta- 
nus eſteemed « Learned Man,hath Two Books de Adipiratione,or the Letter H. 

| c Ar, 
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Mr. Franklyn hath publiſhed a particular Diſconrſe concerning Accents, 
And Erycius Puteapus hath Written a Book purpoſely, de Inter punQione, 
of the wue way of Pointing ny and Semences. And theſe Generally 
well eſteemed for their great uſefulneſs in the Promoting of Learning : Which 


way be a ſufficient Vindication againſt any Prejudices of this Nature.

N the handling of that ſubject , I have hore 
propoſed to treat of, I ſhall digeſt the things 
which to me ſeem molt proper and material 
to be ſaid upon this occalion, into four parts 
according to this following Method. 

In the firſt Part I ſhall premiſe ſome things 
as Precognita, concerning ſuch Tongues and 
Letters as are already in being , particularly 
concerning thoſe various defedsand imperfe- 
GFionsinthem, which ought to be ſupplyed and 

provided againſt , in any ſuch Lauguage or 
Charadter, as is to be invented according to the rules of Art. 

The ſecond Part ſhall contein that which 1s the great foundation of 
the thing here deſigned , namely a regular enumeration and deſcriptien 
of all thoſe things and notions, to which marks or names ought to be 
aſligned according to their reſpeCtive natures, which may be {tyled the 
Scientifical Part, comprehending Univerſal Philoſophy. It being the pro- 
per end and deſign of the ſeveral branches of Philoſophy to reduce all 
things and notions unto ſuch a frame, as may exprels their natural order, 
dependence, and relations. | 

The third Part ſhall treat coneerning ſuch helps and Inſtruments, as 
are requiſite for the framing of theſe more imple notions into continued 
Speech or Diſcourſe, which may therefore be {tiled the Organical or 1- 

ſtrumental Part, and doth comprehend the Art of Natural or Ph4loſs- 

phical Grammar. | 

In the tourth Part I ſhall ſhew how theſe more generall Rules may 
be applyed to particular kinds of Characters, and Languages, giving an 
inſtance of each. To which ſhall be adjoyned by way of Appendix, a 
Diſcourſe ſhewing the advantage of ſuch a kind of Philoſophical Chara- 
ter and Language, above any of thoſe which are now known, more par- 
ticularly above that which is of moſt general uſe in thele parts of the 
World ; namely, the Latize. 

Laſtly, There ſhall be added a Di@ionary of the Engliſh* tongue , 1n 


which thall be ſhown how all the wordsof this Language, according to 
B the 
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, conſent in certain Articulate ſounds, where

the various equivocal ſenſes of them, may be ſufticiently expretied by 
the Philoſophical Tables here propoſed. 


I begin with the firſt of thele. a, 


The deſign of this Treatiſe being an attempt towards a mew kind of 
CharaGer and Language, it cannot therefore be improper to premiſe ſome- 
what concerning thoſe already i being; the firſt Original of them, their 
ſeveral kinds , the various changes and corruptiozs to which they are ly- 
able, together with the manitold defe&s gervoging to them. This 
I ſhall endeavour todo in the former part of this Diſcourſe. 

There is ſcarce any ſubject that hath been more throughly ſcanned 
and debated amongit Learned men , than the Original of Languages 
and Letters, "Tis evident enough that no one Language 1s zataral to 


mankind, becauſe the knowledge which is natural would generally re- 


main among(t men, notwithſtanding the ſuperinduCtion of any other 
particular Tongue, wherein they might be by Art. Nor is it much to 
be wondred at, that the ancient Heathen, 'who knew nothing of Scri- 
pture-revelation, ſhould be inclined to believe, that either Mer and 
{ anguages were eternal ; or,that if there were any particular time when 
men did ſpring out of the Earth, and after inhabit alone and diſperſedly 
in Woods and Caves , they had at firſt no Articulate voice, but only ſuch 
rude ſounds as Beaſts have; till afterwards particular Families increaling, 
or ſeveral Families joyning together for mutual ſafety and defence, under 
Government and Societies, they began by Fropees and long praCtice to 

y to communicate their 
thoughts, which in ſeveral Countries made ſeveral Languages, according 
to that in the Poet, 


Cum prorepſernnt primis animalia terris, 
Mutum & turpe pecus, glandem atque cubilia propter _ 
UOnguibus & pugnis, dein fuſtibus, atque ita porro 
Pugnabant armis, que poſt fabricaverat uſus, 
Donec verba quibus voces ſenſtuſque notarent 
Nomindque invenere; dehinc abſiftere bello, 
Oppida ceperunt munire, & ponere leges, 

Ne quis fur eſſet, neu latro, neu quis adulter, &c. 


But tous, who have the revelation of Scripture, theſe kind of ſcru- 
ples and conjectures are ſufficiently ſtated. And 'tis evident enough that 
the firſt Language was cor created with our firſt Parents, | they immedi- 
ris: underſtanding the voice of God ſpeaking to them in the Garden. 
And how Languages came to be mwltiphlyed, 1s likewiſe manifeſted in the 
Story of the Confuſion of Babel, How many Languages, and which 
they were that ſprang up at that Confufion,is altogether uncertain 3 whe- 
ther many of them that were then in being, be not now wholly loſt ; and 
many others, which had not the ſame original, have not fince ariſen in the 
world, is not (I think) to be doubted. 

The moſt received ConjeCture is, that the Languages of the Confuſi- 
on were according to the ſeyera] Families from Noah, which were 70 or 
72, though there be. very ſtrong probabilities to prove that they were 
not {0 —_, and that the firſt Diſperſion did not divide mankind into fo 


many 
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many Colonies. But now the ſeveral Languages that are uſed in the 
world dofarre exceed this number. Pliny and Strabo do both make 
mention of a great Mart-Town in Colchos named Droſeuria,to which men 
of three hundred Nations, and of ſo many ſeveral Languages, were wont 
to reſort for Trading. Which, conſidering the narrow compaſs of Trat- 
fick before the invention of the magnetic Needle , muſt needs be bur a 
ſmall proportion, in compariſon to thoſe many of the remoter and un- 
known parts of the world. : 

Some of the American Hiſtories relate, that in every fourſcore miles 
of that vaſt Country, and almoſt in every particular valley of Perz, the 
Inhabitants have a diſtinct Language. And one whw for ſeveral years 
travelled the Northern parts of America about Florida, and Gould ſpeak 
{ix ſeveral Languages of thoſe people, doth aftirm, that he found, upon 
his eaquiry and converſe with them, more than a thouſand dittcrent Lan- 
guages amongſt them. 


As for thoſe Languages which ſeem to have no derivation from, or de- 
pendance upon, or athnity with one another, they are {tyled Lingue ma- 
trices, or Mother-tongues. Ot theſe Joſeph Scaliger affirms there are cle- 
ven,and not more,ufed in Exrope ; whereof four are of more general and 
large extent,and the other ſeven of a narrower compals and uſe. Of the 
more general I ongues. 

1. TheGreek was anciently of very great extent, not onely in Exrope, 
but in Aſia too, and Afric , where ſeveral Colonies of that Nation were 
planted; by which diſperſion and mixture with other people it did de- 
generate into ſeveral DialeFs. Belides thoſe four that are commonly 
noted, the Doric, Tonic, Folic, Attic, Herodotus doth mention four 
ſever] Dialccts of the Ionic. The inhabitants. of Rhodes, Cyprus, Crete, 
had each of them ſome peculiarity in their Language. And the preſent 
Coptic or Fgyptian (cems, both from the words and the charadGer, to bc a 
bronch of this family, and was probably ſpred amongſt that people in 
the days of Alexander the Great,upon his conquering of them : Though 
ſome conceive that there were at leaſt 30000 tamilies of Greeks planted 
in that Country long before his time. 2 

2. The Latin, though this be much of it a derivation from the Greek, 
(of which the now French, Spaniſh, and Italian are ſeveral off-iprings 
and derivations ) had anciently tour ſeveral Dialects, as Petras Crinitus 
ſhews cut of Yarro. 

2. The Teutonic or German is now diſtinguiſhed into Upper and Low- 
er. The Upper hath two notable Dialects. 1. The Daniſh, Scandian, or 
perhaps the Gothic , to which belongs the Language uſed in Denmark, 
Norway, Swedeland, and I//and. 2. The Saxon, to which appertain the 
ſeveral Languages of the Ergliſh, the Scots, the Friſtans, and thoſe on the 
North of E/ve. 

4. The Slavonic 1s extended, though with ſome variation, through 
many large Territories, 2/uſcovia, Ruſſra, Po'and, Bohemia Yandalid, Croa- 
tia, Lithuania, Dalmatia; and is faid to be the vulgar Language uſed a- 
monglt 60 ſeveral Nations. 

The Languages of lefler extett are, 1. The Albaneſe, or old Epirotic, 
now uſed in the mountainous parts of Fpirss. 


2, The Enropean 1artar, or Scythian, trom which ſome conceive our 
B 2 Iriſh 
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Iriſh to have had its original. As for the Turkiſh Tongue, that 1s original- 
ly no other but the Aſtatic Tartar , mixed with Armenian and Perſian, 
lome Greek , and much Arabic. "FM 

3. The Hungarian,uſed inthe greateſt part of that Kingdom. 

4. The Finnic, uſed in Finland and Lapland. 

5. The Cantabrian, uſed amonglt the Biſcainers , who ſive near the 
Ocean on the Pyrene hills, bordering both upon France and Spair. 

6. The Iriſh,in Ireland, and from thence brought over into ſome parts 
of Scotland, Though Mr. Camden would have this to be a derivation 
from the Welſh. ; | 

7. The old Gazliſh or Britiſh, which 1s yet preſerved in #ales, Corn- 
wall, and Britain in France, | 
Fnquiries , To this number Mr. Brerewood doth add four others, v7z.

d. IV. Beſides this difference of Languages in their firſt derivation , every 
particular Tongue hath its ſeveral Dialefts. Though Jades werea re- 
gion of a very narrow compaſs, yet was it not without its varieties of this 
kind : witneſs the ſtory concerning Shibboleth and Sibboleth; and that 

Judges 12. of the Levite, who was diſcovered by his manner of ſpeech 3 and. Pe- 

ns, bot ter's being known fora Galilzan. 'Tis ſo generally in other Countries, 

| and particularly with us in Ergland,, where the Northern and Weſtern 
inhabitants do obſerve a different diale&t from other parts of the Nati- 
on,as may appear from that particular inſtance mentioned by Verſtegar 
Whereas the inhabitants about London would ſay, 1wonld eat more cheeſe 
if I had it. A Northern man would ſpeak it thus, Ay ſud eat mare 
cheeſe gyn ay had et. And a Weſtern man thus , Chud eat more cheeſe an 
chad it. 

Every one of theſe reputed Mother-tongues,except the Arabic, (and 
perhaps the Hungarian) was uſed in Europe during the time |of the Ro- 
man Empire. But whether they were all of them ſo ancient as the Con- 
fuſion of Babel, doth not appear 3 there watts not good probability tv 

| the contrary for ſome of them, [1-4 | 

Georg, Hora: Ithath been the opinion of ſome, particularly Boxhornizs , that the 

Epiſt.in Ber" Scythian Tongue was the common mother from which both the Greek, 

nes Gallic” TL atin,German and Perſian were derived,as 0 many Dialed@s; and 'tis ſaid 
that Salmaſias did incline to the ſame judgment. And Philip (luverins 

conjectures, that both Germans, Gals, Spaniards, Eritans, Swedes and 

Norwegians, did anciently uſe one and the ſame Language. One princi- 

pal argument uſed for this 1s, the agreement of thoſe remote Nations in 

ſome radical words. Joſeph Scaliger obſcrves that the words, Father, 

Mother, Brother, Bond, &c. are uſed in the Perſian tongue, with ſome lit- 

tle variety, in the ſame ſenſe and hgnification asthey are uſed with us. 

Ana Bwsbequizs relates , that the inhabitants of Tawrica Cherſoneſus have 

divers words in the ſame ſenſe common with us, as ize, Silver, Corn, 

Salt, Fiſh, Apple, &c. But this might be merely caſual, or elſe|occafioned 

by a mixture of Colonies, and will not argue a derivation of one from 

another, 
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another. So there are ſeveral words common to the Turks , Germans, 


Greeks, French, ſometimes of the ſame, and ſometimes of ſeveral fignifi- 
cations; which is not ſufhcient to argue that all! theſe were of the ſame 
Original. ; 

Befides theſe Exropear, there is likewiſe great variety of Languages in 
other parts of the world. As forthe Hebrew Tongue , which is by many 
learned men ſuppoſed to be the ſame that Abraham learnt when he came 
into Canaan, to which that expreſtion J/az. 19. 18. The language of Ca- 
aan, isthought to allude ; this is ſuppoſed to bethe firſt 2other tonene 
amongſt all thoſe that are now known in the world , trom which there 
are ſundry derivations, as the Chaldee, Syriac, Punic, Arabic, Perſian, 
Athiopic. 

When the Jews were in Captivity at Babylor, mixed with the Chaldes 
ans for 76 years, in that tract of time they made up a Langnage diſtinct 
from both, which is ſometimes called Syriac, and ſometimes Chalzlee, and 
ſometimes Hebrew. .T hoſe paſlages in the Goſpel, which are ſaid to be 
in the Hebrew tongue, as Talitha Kumi; #Elobi, Elohi, Lamma ſabachthani, 
are properly Syriac; onely they are called Hebrew, becauſe that was the 
Language which the Hebrews then uſed. A great part of this Syrzac 
rongue is for the ſubſtance of the words Chaldee, and Hebrew for the fa- 

ſion, fo degenerating much from both. After the Captivity 
the pure Hebrew ceaſed to be wwlgar, remaining onely amongtit 
learned men, as aPpears by that place in Neherz. 8. 7, 8. where we find 


Boxhorm. Ori- 
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cap.6,&s8. 
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the Prieſts, upon reading of the Law to the people after their coming out 
of Babylon,were fain to expound it diſtinCtly to them, and to make them 


underſtand the meaning of it 3 the common people, by long diſuſe, being 
grown ſtrangers tothe Language wherein 'twas written. So in our Sa- 
viour's time, the unlearned Fews, whoſe vulgar Tongue the Syriac was, 
could not underſtand thoſe parts of Moſes and the Prophets read to them 
in Hebrew every Sabbath-day. Which was the reaſon of thoſe public 
ſpeeches and declarations of any learned men , who occaſionally came 
into the Synagogues, after the reading of the Law : though neither 
Prieſts, nor Levites, nor Scyibes, yet was it ordinary for them to expound 
unto the people the meaning of thoſe portions of Scripture that were 
appointed to be read out of the Hebrew, which the people did not un- 
derſtand ; and to render their meaning in Syriac, which was their v#l- 
gar I ongue. 

As for ſo much of the pure Hebrew as is now in being, which is onely 
that in the old Teſtament , though it be ſuthcient to expreſs what is there 
intended, yet it is ſo exceeding]y detective In many other words requi- 
ſite to humane diſcourſe, that the Rabbins are fain to borrow words 
from many other Languages, Greek, Latin, Spaniſh, &c. as may appear 
at large in Buxtorf's Lexicon Rabbinicum , and a particular Diſcourſe 
written to this very purpoſe by David Cohen de Lara. And, from the 
ſeveral defects and imperfeCtions which ſeem to be in this Language , it 
may be gueſlcd 1ot ro be the ſame which was con-created with our firſt 
Parents, and ſpoken by Adam in Paradiſe.

1. To the firſt,Befides the common fate and corruption to which Lan- 
puages as well as all other humane things are ſubje&t, there are many 
other particular cauſes which may | occaſion ſuch a change : The mix- 
ture with other Nations in Commerce ; Marriages in Regal Families, 
which doth uſually bring ſome common words into a Court faſhion ; 
that affectation incident to ſome eminent men in all ages, of coining new 
words, and altering the common forms of ſpeech, for greater elegance z 
the neceflity of making other words , according as new things and in- 
ventions are Mo . Beſides,the Laws of forein Conquelſts uſually 
extend to Letters and Speech as well as Territories; the Victor com- 
monly endeayouring to propagate his own Language as farre as his 
Dominions; which is the reaſon why the Greek and Latiz are ſo uni- 
verſally known. And when a Nation 3s overipread with feveral Colo- 
nies of foreiners, though this do not a lwaies pteyail to abo/zſþ the former 
Language, yet if they make any long abode, this muſt needs make ſuch a 
conliderable change and mixture of ſpeech as will very much alter it 
trontits original Purity. 

Thoſe learned Languages which + have now ceaſed to be vulgar, and 
remain onely in Books , by which the purity of them is regulated, may, 
whilſt thoſe Books are extant and ſtudied , continue the ſame without 
change. But all Languages that are vulgar, asthoſe learned ones for- 
merly were, are upon the fore-mentioned occahons, ſubject to ſo many 
alterations, that in traCct of time they will appear to be quite another 

FT thing then what they were at firſt. 
peer The Liturgies of S. Baſt! and S. Chryſoſtom , which are yet uſed in the 
chap. 2, & £, Greek, Churches in their publick worlhip, the one for ſolemn, the other 
tor commer days,have been a long time unintelligible to that people ; ſo 
. much1is the 2x{gar Greek degenerated from its former purity. 
Hiſtor, lk. 3. And Po/zbizs teſtihes , that the Articles of truce betwixt the Romans 
& and Carthaginians could ſcarce be underſtood by the moſt learned Ro- 
mn Antiquaries 350 years after the time of their making,

This one inſtance may ſufficiently manifeſt by what degrees this Lan- 
guage did receive its ſeveral Changes, and how much altered it Is ow 
trom what it hath been, and conſequently what is to be expected in fi- 
ture times, Since Learning began to flouriſh in our Nation, there have 
been more then ordinary Changes introduced in our Language : partly 
by new artificial Compoſitions; partly by, enfranchiſing ſtrange torein 
words, for their elegance and ſignificancy, which now make one third 
part of our Language; and partly by refining and wollifzing old words, 
tor the more ealie and graceful ſound : by which means this laſt Centu- 


-xy may be conjectured to have made a greater change in our Tongue, 


then any of the former, as to the addition of new words. 

And thus, inall probability , muſt it have been with all other v#'gar 
Languages. So that 'tis not likely that any of theſe Xother-tongues now 
1n being,are the ſame that they were at the firſt Confufion. So true is that 
of the Poet : | |

ed time cnough for ſuch a thorough coalition bet wixt them and the Na- 
tives, as could not but introduce a great change in the common Lan- 
guage, Whilſt the Nations were forced to attemper their Speech tor the | 
mutual underſtanding of one another. | 

Others conceive that thoſe Countries did not at firſt perte&tly receive | 
the Latin from the Romans,but did onely make uſe of the moſt principal 
radical words; neglecting the Grammatical rules of compeſttion and 7n- | 

fledion, and withall varying the way of proxunciation, according to the | 
unuſualneſs and dittculty of ſeveral ſounds to ſeveral Countries: And | 
; that this was the firſt and chief occaſion of theſe various Medleys or le- 
| veral Dzales now in uſe; which were afterwards ſomewhat farther | 
changed from their Originals , by thoſe ſeveral Inundations of the Bar- | 
barians | 
'Tisnot much material to diſpute, which of theſe cauſes had the prin- | 
cipal influence inthe extraCtion of theſe modern Tongues, ſo long as 'tis 
granted that both of them might contribute and ſuffice for this etfect. 
As for our preicnt Ereliſh, this ſeems to be a mixture of the Britzfhh, Ko-,

man, Saxon, Daniſh, Norman, according to the ſeveral viciſhitudes of 


Plantations and Conquetſts, that this Nation hath undergone. And ac- 
cording as ſuch Conqueſts have beeh more or leſs compleat and abſo- 
lute, ſo have the Lanewages been max or leſs generally altered : which 
is the reaſon why the Saxon Tongue was by our progenitors more fully 
introduced in England, then either that of the Franks amongſt the Gauls, 
or that of the Goths or Lumbards in Italy, or that of the Goths,Yandals or 
Moors 1n Spain. 

That which ſeems to be the reweſt Language in the World, 1s the 214- 
layan , which is now as general and common among(t the Natives of the 
Faſt-Indies , as Latin or Frenchis in theſe parts of the World. *Tis faid 
to be bur of late invention, occaſioned by the concourſe of Fiſhermen 


| from Peew, Siam, Bengala, and ſeveral other Nations, who meeting toge- 


ther at a place convenient for Fiſhing, and finding that it was by fituati- 
on exceeding commodious for Trafhek from ſeveral parts, did agree to 
ſettle there a Plantation 3 and accordingly built the Town of Malacca, 
which hath ſince, for many years, been governed by the Portugxez, and 
1s now under the power of the Hollander. And, tor the more facil cor- 
verſe with one another, they agreed upon a diſtinCt Langage, which pro- 
bably was made up by ſelecting the moſt ſoft and ealy words belonging 
to each ſeveral Nation. And this is the onely Language ( for ought I 
know ) that hath ever been at onge inverted; it it may properly be 
ſtyled a diſtin Language, and not rather a Medley of many. But this 
being invented by rude Fiſhermen , it cannot be expected that it ſhould 
have all thoſe advantages, with which it might have been furniſhed by 
the rules of Philoſophy. 

I know that the Learned Geli#s doth aftirm the China Language to be 
invented by Art; but, upon the beſt diſcovery to be made of it at this 
diſtance, from thoſe who have lived many years in that Country, and pre- 
tend to underſtand the Language, it appears to be fo exceedingly equivo- 
cal,and in many reſpetts ſo very imperfed, that there 1s little reaſon to be- 
lieve it had any ſuch Original.

Pw laid down this brief and general View of Languages, 'tis re- 
quilite that femething ſhould be alſo premiſed| concerning Letters, 
the Invention of which was a thing of fo great Art and exquiliteneſs, 
that Twlly doth trom hence interr the divinity and ſpirituality of the hu- 
mane ſol.,aud that it muft needs be of a farr more excellent and abſtract-

Thovgh the Scripture doth not mention any thing concerning the in- 
vention of theſe ; yet tis moſt generally agreed, that Adam, ( though | 
not immediately after his Creation, yet) in proceſs of time, upon his ex- 
perience of their great neeeffity and uſefulneſs, did firſt invent the anci- 
ent Hebrew CharaGter : whether that which we now call the Hebrew, or 
elſe the Samaritan, 1s a queſtionmuch debated by ſeveral Learned men, 
which I ſhall not now inquire into, or offer to determine. | | 
| Asfor thoſe particular Alphabets which are by ſome aſeribed to Adam, colum or 
Eroch and Noah,mentioned by ſeveral Authors, and in a late Diſcourſe by entis. 
Thomas Bangin, they have ſo little foundation in any probable reafon or | 


ſtory, that I ſhall not ſo much as make any farther mention of them. 


It hath been abundantly cleared up by many Learned men , that the | 5, 171.

with the Greek. And as for the other Letters that are known , namely, Hiſtor. lib. c, 
the Syriac, Arabic, Athiopic, Armenian, Coptic, Ihhyric, Georeian, Gothic, {8% i 
there 1s this cogent Argument to prove them to be of the ſame Origi- 
nal, becauſe their Alphabets do generally obſerve the ſame order of Let- 
ters, which, being in it ſelf exceedingly irrational, cannot probably have | 
any other reaſon but imitation,Except onely that of the Arabs,fairh Fer- I<O"'s'ns 
mannns Hugo , who, that they might not ſeem to have borrowed Letters cp. 5. * 
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from others, did prpeey diſturb the order of the Alphabet ;, to which 
he might have added the Zthiopic and Armenian. 


There are two general things to be obſerved concerning theſe deri- 
ved Letters. 1. That they are not of ſo great Antiquity. 2. That 
they are not ſo »umerous as Languages are. a1 | ; 

1. They are not ſo axcient, many Nations remaining a long while be- 
fore they grew ſo far civilized as to underſtand the uſe of Letters, which 
to this day are not known amongſt many of the American Nations, nor 
the Inhabitants of Lapland + and after they have been known, and of 
ſome public uſe, it hath been yet a conſiderable ſpace, before perſons 
have written any Diſcourſe in their own Language. Tis obſerved by 
Tſchudas of the German, and by Genebrard of the Frenth Tongue, (faith 
Mr. Brerewood ) that 'tis not much above 400 years, fince Books began 
to be written in thoſe Languages. 

2. And becauſe the uſe of Letters in particular Countries is not ſo an« 
cient as Language, therefore are they not of ſo aumerons kinds; ſeveral 
Nations taking up the uſe of Letters from their neighbours, and adapting 
them to their own Tongue. Thus the Spaniſh, French, Italian, German, 
Britiſh, Engliſh, Iriſh, &c. do all of them ule the ſame Latine CharaCter, 
it being probable that they had none of their own, before they learnt 
this of the Romars, The Coptic or Egyptian Character , ever ſince Egype 
came under the Dominion of M/acedon,hath been the Greek, exceptin 
only ſeven Letters proper to their Tongue,which the Greek Alphaber did 
not ſufficiently expreſs; The Aſcovites likewiſe and the Ruſſrans, the 
Georgians and Jacobins , do uſe the|Greek CharaCter z the Perſeans and 
Turks uſe the Arabick - though the,Letters of any Tongue do not al- 


. waies remain the ſame, but are ſubject to the like fate and mutability, ts 


which Languages are expoſed. 


Beſides this common way of Writing by the ordinary Letters, the An- 
cients have ſometimes uſed to communicate by other Notes , which were 
either for Secrecy, or Brevity. 

1. For Secrecy: ſuch were the Egyptian Hieroghyphicks, ( as they are 
commonly eſteemed ) being the repreſentation of certain living Crea- 
tures, and other Bodies , whereby they were wont to conceal from the 
vulgar the Myſteries of their Religion. | But there is reaſon to doubt 
whether there be any thing in thele worth the enquiry, the diſcoveries 
that have been hitherto made out of them being but very few and in- 
ſignificant. They ſeem to be but alight, imperte& invention, ſutable 
to thoſe firſt and ruder Ages; much of the ſame nature with that Aexi- 
can way of writing by Picture ,” which was a mere ſhift they were put to 
for want of the knowledge of Letters. And it ſeemsto me queſtionable, 
whether the Egyptians did not at firſt uſe their Hierog/yphicks upon the 
ſame account, namely, for the want of Letters. 

Thoſe waies of writing treated of by the Abbot Trithemiazs , were 
likewiſe for occxlt or ſecret communication : And though ſome Learn- 
ed men have ſuſpe&ted and accuſed him to have thereby delivered 
the Art of Magic, or Conjuring ; yet he is ſufficiently cleared and 
vindicated from any ſuch prejudice in that very learned and ingenious

by which the noble Author,the Duke of Lyrenburg,did diſguiſe his true 
name of Augnſizs Luneburgicws. 
2. For Brevity : There were ſingle Letters or marks, whereby the Ry- 
»ans were Wont to expreſs whole words. Enniws is ſaid to have inven- 
ted 11CO of theſe; to which number Tul/izs Tyro, Cicero's Libert#s, ( 0- 5hremins des 
thers ſay Cicero himſelf, ) added divers others, to ſignitie the particles of Polygraphia. \ 
ſpeech; after whom Philargyrus the Samian and Mecengs, added yet 
more. After theſe Anneus Seneca is ſaid to have laboured in the regyu- 
lating and digeſting of thoſe former notes 3 to which adding many of 
hisown,he augmented the whole number to 5coo , publiſhed by Jazrs 
Gruterns; though amongſt his there are divers of a later invention , re- 
lating to Chriſtian inſtitutions, which have been added ſince ( as tis ſaid) 
by S. Cyprian the Martyr. The way of writing by theſe did require a 
vaſt memory and labour ; yet it was far ſhort of expreſſing all things 
and Notions, and beſides , had no proviſion for Grammatical varia- 
tions, | | | 
Of this nature is that Short-hand-writing by Characters ſo fre- 
uent with us in England, and much wondered at by Foreiners ; 
which hath a great advantage for ſpeed and {wiftneſs in writing; thoſe 
who are expert init being able this way to take any ordinary diſcourſe 
perbatim,

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Beſides theſe, there have been ſome other propoſals and attempts a- LV. 
bout a Real univerſal CharaGer, that ſhould not ſignifie words, but thirgs 
and zotions, and conſequently might be legible by any Nation in their 
own I ongue; whichis the principal deſign of this Treatiſe. That ſuch 
a Real Character is poſlible , and hath been . reckoned by Learned men 11 
amongſt the Deſtderata, were eafie to make out by abundance of Teſti- 
monies. To this purpoſe is that which Pſo mentions to be ſomewhere |... * 
the wiſh of Galen, That ſome way might be found out to repreſent 794ie, lib.4. 
things by ſuch peculiar ſgg#rs and names as ſhould expreſs their ratures ; © 3: 
ut Sophiſtis eriperetur decertandi &* calumiiand; occaſio. There are ſe- 
veral other paſſages to this purpoſe in the Learned Yerulam, in Yoſſms, in + 5p.-+ pag 
Hermannus Hugo, &c. beſides what is commonly reported of the men of Orig-ſeriben- 
China, who do now, and have for many Ages uſed ſuch a general Chara- di, cap. 4, 
&ter,by which the Inhabitants of that large Kingdom , many of them of ' 
different Tongues, do communicate with one another, every one 
underſtanding this common Character, and reading it 1n his own Lan- 

uage. 

p - cannot be denied , but that the warzety of Letters 1s an appendix to 
the Curſe of Babel, namely,the multitude and variety of Languages. And 
therefore, for any man togo about to add to their number, will be but 
like the inventing of a Diſeaſe, for which he can expect but little thanks 
from the world. But this Confideration ought, to be no diſcourage- 
ment : For ſuppoſing ſuch athing as is here propoſed, could be well 
eſtabliſhed , it would be the ſureſt remedy that could be againſt the 
Curſe of the Confuſion , by rendring all other Languages and CharadFers 
uſeleſs. 


It doth not-appear that any Alphabet now in being, was invented af }, i © 
once or by the rules of Art ; but rather that all,except the Hebrew , were 
takcn 
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taken up by Imitation, and paſt by degrees through ſeveral Changes; 
which is the reaſon that they are leis complete, and liable to ſeveral ex- 
ceptions. The Hebrew Character, as to the w_ of it, thoughit appear 
ſolemn and grave , yet hath it not its Letters ſufficiently diſtinguiſhed 
from one another , and withall it appears ſomewhat harſh and rugged. 
The Arabic Character, though it ſhew beauriful, yet is it too elaborate, 
and takes up too much room , and cannot well be written ſmall. The 
Greek and the Latin are both of them graceful and indifferent eafie, 
though not without their ſeveral imperfeQtions. 

Asfor the #thjepic, it hath no leſs then 202 Letters in its Alphabet ; 
namely, 7 Vowels, which they apply to every one of their 26 Conſo- 
nants, to which they add 20 other aſpirated Syllables. All their Cha- 
raQers are exceedingly complicated and perplexed, and| much more dif- 
ficult then thoſe propoſed in this following Diſcourſe for the expreſſing 
of things and notions. | 

This is faid likewiſe of the Tartarian, that every Character with them 
ISa Syllable,having each of the Vowels joyned to its Conſonant, as La, 
Le, Li, &c. which muſt needs make a long and troubleſome Alphabet. 

But it is not my purpoſe to animadvert upon theſe Tongues that are 
leſs known,ſo much as thoſe with which theſe parts of the world are bet- 
ter acquainted.

Ne ſpecial Circumſtance which adds to the Cuirſe of Babel is that 
difficulty which there is in all Languages, ariſing from the various 
Imperfe@ions belonging to them, both in reſpect of ,z. their firſt Elements 

or Alphabets, 2, their Words. 
1. For Alphabets, they are all of them, in many reſpects, liable to juſt 


exception. 

1. Asto the Order of them, they are inartificial and confuſed, without 
any ſuch methodical diſtribution as were requiſite for their particular na- 
tures and differences; the Yowels and Conſonants being promilcuouſly 
huddled together,without any diſtintion : Whereas in a regular Al/pha- 
bet, the Yowels and Conſonants ſhould be reduced into Claſſes, according to 
their ſeveral kinds, with ſuch an order of precedence and ſubſequence as 
their natures will bear ; this being the proper end and deſign of that 
which we call 2/ethod.to ſeparate the Heterogeneous,and put the Homo- 
geneous together, according to ſome rule of precedency. 

The Hebrew Alphabet, ( the order of which is obſerved in ſeveral 
Scriptures, Pal. 119. and 1n the Book of Lamentations ) from whence 
the others are derived, is not free from this Impertection,

2. For their Number, they are in ſeveral reſpects both Redundant, and 6. IL 
Deficient. 

1. Redundant and ſuperfluous; either 1. By allotting ſeveral Let- 
ters to the ſame power and ſound. So in the Hebrew (D& w) and fo 
perhaps (2&1) (MN&I3) (U&*N) (3&p.) Soiatheordinary La- 
tin, (C&K) (F&Pb.) Or 2. by reckoning double Letters amongſt 
the moſt ſimple elements of Speech - asinthe Hebrew ; in the Greek £ 
and +; inthe Latin( &. Cu ) (X. cs. ) and J Confonant or Jod which 
is made up of ( dzb) by aſſigning ſeveral Letters to repreſent one fim- 
ple power, as th, ſh, &c. $So that none of theſe can regularly be rec- 
koned amongſt the ſimple elements of Speech. 

2. Deficient 1n other reſpects, eſpecially iz regard of Vowel:, of which 
there are 7 or 8 ſeveral kinds commonly uſed, ( as I ſhall ſhew after- 
wards } though the Latin Alphabet take notice but of five , whereof 
two,namely (z and x._) according to our Ergliſh pronunciation of them, 
are not properly Vowels, but Diphthongs. And belides, . that gradual 
difference amongſt Vowels of long and ſhort is not ſufficiently provided 
for. The Ancients were wont to expreſs a lo7zg Vowel by doubling the 
Character of it 3 as Amaabam, Naata, Ree, Seedes,Sandi(ſimiis, Mariings : Vs. 
though oftentitnes the Vowel 7, inſtead of being doubled, was onely pro- 
longed in the figure of itz as &vIL1s, elso, vlIvus. For the 
ways uſed by us Engliſh for lengthning and abbreviating Vowels, viz. by 
adding E quieſcent to the end of a word for prolonging a Syllable, and 
doubling the following Conſonant for the ſbortning of a Vowel, as Wane, 

Wann ; Ware, Warr, &c. orelſe by inſertine ſome other Vowel, for the  M 
lengthning of 1t,as Meat, Met ; Read, Red, &c. both theſe are upon this 

account improper, becauſe the fign ought to be where the ſound is. Nor 

would it be ſo fit to expreſs this by a diſtinC&t Chara@er, becauſe it denotes 

onely an accidental or gradual difference, as by an Accent ; the chief uſe 

of Accents,for which they are neceſlary in ordinary ſpeech, being to lig- 

nific Q1antities and Elevations of voice. 
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3. For their Powers, they are very wxcertain,not alwaics fixed and de- 2. I.

So the word Bi//(ignifies both a Weapon, 
a Bird's Beak, and a written Scroul - The word Grave ſignifies both $0- 
ber, and Sepulcher, and to Carve, &c. : 
As for the ambiguity of words by reaſon of Metaphor and Phraſeology, y 
this is in all 1fiſtituted Languages fo obvious and fo various, that it is need- 
leſs to give any inſtances of it ; every Language having ſome peculiar 
phraſes belonging to it, which, if they were to be tranſlated verbatim in- 
to another Tongue , would ſeem wild and infigniticant. In which our 


[ Engliſh 


ſes, as may be ſeen in the Dictionary. And though the varieties of Phra- 
ſes in Language may ſeem to contribute to the elegance and ornament 
of Speech ; yet,like other afſefted ornaments,they pre judice the native 
ſimplicity of 1t,and contribute to the diſguiling of it with falſe appearan- 
ces. Beſides that, like other things of faſhion, they are very changeable, 
every generation producing new ones; witneſs the preſent Age, eſpe- 
cially the late times, wherein this grand impoſture of Phraſes hath almoſt 
caten out ſolid Knowledge in all profeſſions; ſuch men generally being

pRom what hath been already faid it may appear, that there areno 4, 1, 
Letters or Languages that have been at once invented and eſtabliſhed 
according to the Rules of Art; but that all, except the firſt, ( of which 


Experience) have been either taken up from that firft, and derive 
way of Imitation; or elſe, in a long tradt of time, have, upon ſeveral 
emergencies , admitted various and caſual alterations; by which means 
they muſt needs be liable to manifold defects and imperfections, that in 
a Language at once invented and according to the rwles of Art might | 
be ealily avoided. Nor could this otherwiſe be, becauſe that very Art | 
by which Language ſhould be regulated, viz. Grammar, is of much /a- 
ter invention then Languages themſelves, being adapted to what was al- » | 
ready in being, rather then the Rule of making it ſo. . 
Though the Hebrew Tongue be the moſt ancient, yet Rabbz Judah ym; o kr. 
Ching of Fez. in Afric, who lived A. D. 1040. was the farit that reduced it te Grammar. 
to the Art of Gramwar. And though there were both Greek, and Latin |: *+ ©2P: 4: 
Grammarians much more ancient z yet were there none in either, till a 
long time after thoſe Languages flouriſhed : which is the true reaſon of

all thoſe Anomaliſms in Grammar ;, becauſe the Art was ſured to Lax- 
guage, and not Langhage to the Art. Plato is faid to be the hrſt that con- 
lidered Grammar : Ariſtotle the firſt that by writing did reduce it into 
an Art : and Fpicurws the firſt that publickly taught it amongſt: the 
Grecians. | 

And for the Latin, Crates AMallotes, Embaſſador to the Rowar Senate 
from King Attalws, betwixt the ſecond and third Panic War, preſently af- 
ter the death of Exniws, U. C. 583. was the firſt that brought in the Art 
of Grammar amongſt the KRowars, laith Swetoniws. 

Theſe being ſome of the Defefts or Imperfettions in thoſe Letters or 
Languages,which are already known, may afford direction, what is to be 
avoided by thoſe who propoſe to themſelves the Invention of a new 
CharaFer or Language , which being the principal end of this Diſcourſe, 
I ſhall in the next place proceed to fay down the firſt Foundations 


of it. : 


As men do generally agree in the ſame Principle of Reaſon, fo do 
they likewiſe agree in the ſame Internal Notion or Apprehenſion of 
things. | 

The External Expreſſion of theſe Mental notions , whereby men com- 
municate their thoughts to one another, Ks either to the Ezr , or to the 
Eye. 

"To the Ear by Sounds, and more particularly by Articulate Voice and 
Words. | 

To the Eye by any thing that is viſble, Motion, Light, Colour, Figure; 
and more particularly by Writing. 

That conceit which men have in their minds concerning a Horſe or 
Tree, isthe Notion or mental Image of thar Beaſt, or natural thing, of 
ſuch a nQure,ſhape and uſe. The Names given totheſe in ſeveral Lan- 
guages,are ſuch arbitrary ſounds or words,as Nations of men have agreed 
upon, either caſually or defignedly, to expreſs their Mental notions of 
them. The Written words the figure or poop of that Sound. 

So that if men ſhould generally conſent upon the ſame way or man- 
ner of Expreſſzon, as they do agree in the ſame Notion, we ſhould then be 
freed from that Curſe in the Contulion of Tongues, with all the unhap- 
py conſequences of it. 

Now this can onely be done, either by exjoyning ſome one Language + 
and Character to be univerſally learnt and pra@iſed, (which is not to be 
expected, till ſome perſon attain to the Univerſal! Monafchy ; and per- 
haps would not be " c9W then : ) or elſe by propoſing ſome ſuch way as, 
by its facility and uſefulneſs, ( without the 1mpoſition of Authority ) 
might i#vite and ingage men to the learning of it 3 which is the thing 
here attempted. | 


In order to this, The firſt thing to be conſidered and enquired into is, 
Concerning a juſt'E-umeration and deſcription cf ſuch things or notions 
as are to have Merks or Names alligned tothem. | 

The chief Difficulty and Labour will be ſo to contrive the Knumera- 
tion of things and notions, as that they may be full and adequate, without 
any Redwndancy or Deficiency as to the Number of them, and reg»/ar as to 
their Place and Order. | .

If to every thing and notion there were aſ{igned a diſtinct Xark, to- 
gether with ſome proviſion to expreſs Grammatical Derivations and In- 


flexions ; this might ſuffice asto one great end of a Kea/Chara@er, name- 


ly , the expreſſion of our Conceptions by Marks which ſhould fignifie 
things, and not werds, And fo likewiſe if ſeveral diſtinct words were 
aſſigned for the names of ſuch things, with certain invariable A#les for 
all ſuch Grammatical Derivations and Inflexions, and ſuch onely, as are 
natural and neceſlary ; this would make a much more eafte and conveni- 
cnt Language then is yet in being. | | a 

But now if theſe Marks or Notes could be ſo contrived, as to have ſuch 
a dependance upon, and relation to, one another, as might be ſutable to 
the nature of the things and notions which they repreſented; and fo 
likewiſe, if the Names of things could be fo ordered, as to contain ſuch a 
kind of affinity or oppoſition in their letters and ſounds, as might be ſome 
way anſwerable to the nature of the things which they fignitied ; This 
would yet be a farther Fg ſuperadded : by which, beſides the 
beſt way of helping the Memory by natural Method , the Underſtanding 
likewiſe would be highly improved ; and we ſhould, by learning the 
CharaFer and the Names of things, be inſtructed likewiſe in their Na- 
tures, the knowledg of both which ought to be conjoyned. 

For the accurate effeing of this,it would be neceſlary, that the Theo- 
79 it ſelf, upon which ſuch a deſign were to be founded, ſhould be exact- 
ly ſuted to the nature of things. But, upon ſuppoſal that this Theory is 


defe@ive, either as to the Fulnef or the Order of it, this muſt:needs add. 


much perpenty to any ſuch Attempt; and render it izzyperfe#. And that 
this 1sthe caſe with that common Theoty already received, need not 
much be doubted ; which may afford ſome excuſe as to ſeveral of thoſe 


things which may ſeem to be leſs conveniently diſpoſed of in the follow- 


ing Tables, or Schemes propoſed in the next part.

In treating concerning this, I ſhall firſt la 
down a Scheme or Aralyſes of all the Gerus's

ferences 3 which for the better convenience of this inſtitution, I take 
leave to determine (for the moſt part)to the number of fix. Unleſs it be 
in thoſe numerous tribes, of Herbs, Trees, Exanenions Animals, Fiſhes and 
Birds; which are of too great variety to be comprehended in ſo narrow 
a compaſs. After which I ſhall proceed to enumerate the ſeveral Species 
belonging to each of theſe Differences, according to ſuch an order and 
dependance amongſt them , as may contribute to the defining of them, 
and determining their primary fignitications Theſe Species are com- 
monly joyned together by pairs, for the better helping of the Memory,

In the enumeration of all ſuch things and noticns as fall! under di- 
ſccurie , thoſe arc hrſt to be contidered which are more general or com-

Tho particulars are firſt in the order of Being, yet Generals are hir{t in 
the 01der of Knowing. becaulc by theſe, ſuch things and notions as are leſs 
general, are to b: Giſtinguiſhed and defined, 

Now the pi«-pcr: end and defign of Aetaphyſkc ſhould be to enume- 
rate and exptin thoſe more general terms,, which by reaſon of their 
Univerſality and Comprehenfiveneſs, are either above all thoſe Heads of 
things ſtiled Predicaments, or elſe common to ſeveral of them. And it 
this Science had been ſoordered , as to have contcined a plain regular 
enumeration and deſcription of theſe general terms,without the mixture 
of nice and ſubtle diſputes about them ; It might have bech proper e- 
nough for learners to have begun with. But men having purpoſely 
ſtrained their Wits to frame and diſcuſs ſo many intricate queſtions , as 
are commonly treated of init : *Tisno wonder that it ſhould hereby be 
rendred, not onely leſs fit for young beginners, but liable alſo'to the pre- 
judice and neglect of thoſe of riper judgments. That which I aim at in 
treating conceraing theſe things, 1isto offcr ſome brict and-plain de- 
ſcription of them , as being conſcious that ſuch matters as are prim) nota, 
and moſt obvious, are moſt hard to be defined, And the multiplying 
of words,about thirſgs that are plain enough of themielves,dath but con- 
_ tribute to the making of them more obſcure. 

The right ordering of theſe Tranſcendentals is a bulinels of no ſmall 
diftculty:becaule there is ſo little afliſtance or help to be had for it in the 
Common Syſtems, according to which this part of Philofophy ( as it 
ſeems to me ) is rendred the moſt rude and imperfect in the whole bo. 
dy of Scitences:asif the compilers of it had taken no other care tor thole 
General notions, which did not fall within the ordinary (cries of things, 
and were not explicable in other particular Sciences . but only to tum- 
ble them together in ſeveral confuſed heaps, which they 1tiled the Sci- 
ence of Metaphyſic. And this is one reaſon why the 1itual enumeration 
of fuch Terms1s very ſhort and deficicnt in refpett of what/it ought to 
be,many of thoſe things being left out, which do properly belong to this 
number 3 which defeCts are here intended to be in ſome meaſure ſuppli- 
ed, Tho it muſt begranted, that by reaſon of the exceeding compre-

'He more perfe@ kind of Vegetables are called by the name of Playts, 
fd} the ſeveral kinds of which are ſo exceeding numerous, as mult 
needs render it a very difficult taſk for any man who is moſt verſed inthe 
ſtudy of them,cither to enumerate them ſo fully or to order them ſo acu- 
rately, as will not be liable to many exceptions; eſpecially conſidering 
the ſtreining and force that muſt ſometimes be uſed, ro make things com- 
ply with the inſtitution of theſe tables into which they are to be re- 
duced. | 

Gaſpar Baubinxs doth in his Pinax reckon up about 1x thouſand ſeve- 
ral plants, the particular names of which do amount to almoſt twice the 
number of words here intended for the whole body of language. And 
there is reaſon enough to believe, that there are many mo belden thoſe 
he mentions, ſince we find by daily experience, in ſowing the ſeeds of 
Flowers and of Trees, and thedifferent wayes of culture uſed about 
them, that new kinds of Flowers and of Fruits are continually produ- 
ced, ſuch as were not before deſcribed by any Author, and ſuch as do 
afterwards propagate their kinds ; infomuch that it may well be doubted 
whether there be any determinate number of theſe ſubordinate Species. 

I deſign in theſe following tables to take notice only of the chief fa- 
milies of Plants, to which the others are to be reduced. In the deſcripti- 
ons of which, there will be no ſmall difficulty, by reaſon of their great 
number, and the want of proper words to expreſs the more minute dif. 
ferences betwixt them, in reſpeC&t of ſhape, colour, taſt, ſmell, ec. to 
which inſtituted languages have not affigned particular names. I men- 
tion this by way of Apology for the ſeveral defects, which Iam ſenſible 
of in the following tables. 

In the deſcription of thoſe Plants which are heads of numerous fami- 
| lies, | take notice only of that Communzs ratio, which belongs to all the

As for the uſual diſtinction betwixt Shrabbs and Trees,it doth not ſeem 
(at leaſt fo farr as theſe things have been hitherto deſcribed) to have 
any ſuch diſtinCt limits in nature, as were to be deſired, and as is to be 
? found betwixt other things, there being ſeveral under each head,which

Aving now diſpatched the enumeration and deſcriptiop of the ſe- 
1 | veral ſpecies of Animals, Iſhall here take leave for a ſhOtt digrefli- 
on,whereinI would recommend this, as i thing reoag he be obſerved, 
namely, that great difference which there is betwixt thoſe opinions and 
apprehenſions which' are occafioned by a more general and confuſed 
view of things, and thoſe which proceed from a more filtintt confidera- 
tion of them as they are reduced into order. | 
He that looks upon the Starrs, as they are confuſedly ſcattered up and 
down in the Firmament, will think them to be ( as they are ſometimes 
ſtiled ) innumerable, of ſo valt a multitude, as not to/be determiped to 
any ſet number : but when all theſe Starrs are diſtin&ly reduced into 
particular conſtellations, and deſcribed by their ſeveral places, magni- 
tudes and riames, it appeats, that of thoſe that are vifible to the naked

Tt is ſo likewiſe in other things : He that ſhould put the Queſti- 
on,how many ſorts of beaſts, ot birds, &«. there are inthe world, would 
be anſwered, even by ſuch as are otherwiſe knowing; and Jearned men, 
that there are ſo many hundreds of them, as could not be enumerated; 
whereas Upon a diſtinCt inquiry into all ſuch as are yet known, and have 
been deſctibed by credible Authors, it will appear that they are much 
fewer then is commbhily imagined,not a bnodrel fore of Beaſts, nor two 


hundred of Birds: * | 


From this prejudice it is, that ſome hereticks of old, and ſome Atheiſti- 


. cal ſcoffers in theſ& later times, having taken the advantage of raifing ob- 


them. 


jetions, (ſuch as they think unanſwerable ) againſt the truth and au- 
thority of Seite, partionhncy as to the deſcription which is given by 
Moſes, concerning Noab's Ark, Gen. 6. 15. where the dimenſions of it 


% are fet down to be three hundred cubits in length, fifty in breadth, and 


thirty in height,which being compared with the things it was ro contein. 
it ſcemed to them upon a*general view. (and they confidently affirmed 
accordingly ) that it was utterly impoſſible for this Ark to hold fo vait a 


multitude of Animals, with a whole years proviſion of food for each of 
| T his 
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This objection ſeemed fo conſiJerable, both to ſome of the ancient 
Fathers, and of our later Divines, who were otherwiſe learned and ju- 
dicious men, bur leſs verled.in dy wes. and Mathematicks, that they 
have been put to miſerable ſhifts for the folving of it. Origen, and Saint 
Auſtin, and ſeveral other conſiderable Authors, do for the avoiding of 
this difficulty affirm, that Azoſes being [killed in all the learning cf the 
Agyptians, doth by the meaſure of cubits, here applyed to the Ark, un- 
der(tand the Zgyptian Geometrical cubit, each of which (fay they) did 
contein (ix of the wwlgar cubits, namely, nine foot, But this doth upon 
ſeveral accounts ſeem very unreaſonable, becauſe it doth not appear,that 
there was any ſuch meaſure amongſt the Zg yptiazs or Jews, ſtyled the 
Geometrical cubit : Andit there were, yet there isno particular reaſon, 
why this ſenſe ſhould be applyed to the word cubit here, rather then in 
other places, It is ſaid of Goliah, that his height was fix, cubits and a 1 Sam. 17-4. 
ſpan, which being underſtood of the Geometrical cubit , will make him 
fifty four foot high, and conſequently his head muſt be about nine foot 
in the height or diameter of It, which muſt needs be too heavy for Da- 
vid to carry. : 

Others not ſatisfied with this ſolution;think they have found a better 
anſwer, by aſſerting that the ſtature of mankihd being confiderably 
larger inthe firſt ages of the world, therefore the meaſure of the cubir 
mult be larger likewiſe,and perhaps double to now what it is, which will 
much inlarge the capacity of the Ark, But neither will this afford any 
reaſonable ſatisfaftion. For if they will ſuppoſe men to be of a much 
bigger ſtature then, 'tis but reaſonable that the like ſhould be ſuppoſed 
of other animals alſo; in which caſe this anſwer amounts to nothing, 

Others will have the ſacred cubit to be here intendad, which is ſaid 
to be a hands breadth longer then the civil cubic, Ezeck.43.13. But there 
is not any reaſon or neceſſity for this, And 'tis generally believed, that 
the ſacred cubit was uſed only in the meaſure of ſacred StruCtures,as the 
Tabernacle and Temple, 

This ſeeming difficulty is much better ſolved by Joh. Bateo in the 
Tract de Arca Noe,wherein ſuppoling the cubit to be the ſame with what 
we now call a foot and a half, he proves Mathematically that there was 

aſufficient capacity in the Ark ,for the confining all thoſe things it was 
deligned for. But becauſe there are ſome things liable to exception in 
the Philoſophical part of that diſcourſe, particularly in his enumeration 
of the ſpecies of Animals,ſeveral of which are fabulous, ſome not diſtin& 
ſpecies, others that are true ſpecies being left out ; therefore I conceive 
it may not be improper in this place to offer another account of thoſe 
things. 

[ths plain in the deſcription which A0ſes gives of the Ark,that it was 
divided into three ſtories,cach of them of ten cubits or fifteen foot high, 
beſides one cubit allowed for the declivity of the roof in the upper ſto- 
ry. And'tis agreed upon as moſt probable, that the lower ſtory was 
aſſigned to contein all the ſpecies of beaſts, the middle ſtory for their 
food, and the upper ſtory, in one part of it, for the birds and their food, 
and the other part for Noah, his family and utenſils. 

Now it may clearly be made out, that each of theſe ſtories was of a 
ſufficient capacity for the conteining all thoſe thiogs to which they are 
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For the more diſtinct clearing up of this, I ſhall firſt lay down ſeveral 
tables of the divers ſpecies of beaſts that were to be received into the 
Ark, according to the different kinds of food,wherewith they are uſual- 
ly nouriſhed,conteining both the number appointed for each of them, 
hamely, the clean by ſevens, and the unclean by pairs, together |with a 
conjeCture (for the greater facility of the calculation) what proportion 
each of them may bear, either to a Beef, or a Sheep,or a Wolf; and then 
what kind of room may be allotted to the making' of ſufficient Stalls tor 


their reception.

And tho it be 
moſt probable,that the ſeveral varieties of Beeves,namely that which is 
[tiled Uras, Biſons, Bonaſms ard Buffa'o.ard thoſe other varictics reckon- 

| cd 
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ed under Sheep and Coats, be tiot diſtin ſpecies from Bull, Sheep, and 
and Goat ; There being much leſs difference betwixt theſe,then there is 
betwixt ſeveral Dogs: And it being known by experience, what vari- 
ous changes are frequently occaſioned in the ſame ſpecies by ſeveral 
countries, diets, and other accidents: Yet I have ex ebandanti to pre- 
vent all cavilling, allowed them to be diſtin& ſpecies,and each of them 
to be clean Beaſts, and conſequently ſuch as were to be received in by 
ſevens. As for the Morſe,Seale, Turtle, or Sea-Tortoiſe,Crocodile, Senembi, 
Theſe are uſually deſcribed tobe ſuch kind of Animals as can abide in 
the water,and erefoke [ have not taken them into the Ark, tho if that 
were neceſlary, there would be roomenough for them, as will ſhortly 
appear. The Serpentine-kind, Snake, Viper, Slow-worm, Lizard, Frog, 
Toad, might have ſufhci-at ſpace for their reception, and for their nou- 
riſhment, in the Drein or Sink of the Ark, which was probably three or 
four foot under the floor for the ſtandings of the Beaſts. As for thoſe 
leſſer Beaſts,Rat Mouſe, Mole,as likewiſe for the ſeveral ſpecies of Inſects, 
there can be no reaſon to queſtion, but that theſe may find ſufficient room 
in ſeveral parts of the Ark, without having any particular Stalls appoint« 
ed for them, 

Tho it ſeem moſt probable,that before the Flood, both Men, Beaſts and 
Birds did feed only upon Vegetables, as may appear from that place, 
Gen, 1.29,30, And God ſaid, Behold IT have gives you every herb bearing 
ſeed which is upon the face of all the earth, and. every tree in which #s the fruit 
of a tree yelding ſeed, to you it ſhall be for meat. And to every beaſt of 
the earth, and to every fowl of the air, and ts every thing that creepeth pore 
the earth, wherein there 3s life, T have given every green berk for meat, com- 
pared with chap. 9. 3. Where after the F/ood,when the productions of the 
Earth were become of leſs efficacy and vigor, and conſequently leſs fit. 
for nouriſhment, God ſaith to Noah, Every moving thing that liveth, ſhall 
be meat for you, even 8s the green herb have I given you all things. Yet 
becauſe this proof is not ſo very cogent to convince a captious Adverſa- 
ry, but that he may ſtil] be apt to queſtion, whether the Rapacious kinds 
of Beaſts and Birds,who in the natural frame of their parts are peculiare 
ly fitted for the catching and devouring of their prey, did ever feed up- 
on herbs and fruits; Therefore to prevent ſuch Cavils,l ſhall be content 
to ſuppoſe that thoſe Animals which are now Predatory were fo from 
the begining : upon which, it will be neceſſary to enquire, what kind 
of food might be proper and ſufficient for them, during their abode in 
the Ark. Now 'tis commonly known, that the raa:inant kind are moſt 

uſually the prey for the rapacions kizd of beaſts, 

[t appeares by the foregoing tables,that the beaſts of the rapacions car- 
nivorous kinds,to be brought into the Ark by pairs,were but forty in all, 
or twenty pairs, which upoh a fair calculation are ſuppoſed equivalent, 
as to the bulk of their bodies and their food, unto twenty ſeven Wolves ; 
but for greater certainty, let them be ſuppoſed equall to thirty Wolves : 
and let it be further ſuppoſed, that ſix Wolves will every day devour a 
whole Sheep, which all Men will readily.grant to be more then ſufficient | 
for their neceſſary ſuſtenance : According to this computation, five Sheep 
muſt be allotted to be devoured for food each day ofthe year, which 
amounts in the whole to 1825, 

Upon theſe ſuppoſitions there muſt be-convenient room in the _ 
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ſtory of the Ark to contein the forementioned forts of beaſts which' 
were to be preſerved for the propagating of their kinds, behides 1825, 
Sheep, which were to be taken in as food for the rapacions Beaſts, 

And tho there might ſeem no juſt ground of exception, it theſe beaſts 
ſhould be ſtow'd cloſe together,as is now uſual in Ships,when they are to 
be tranſported for any long voyage; yet I ſhall not|take any ſuchadvan- 
tage, but afford them ſuch tair Stalls or Cabins as may be abundantly ſuf- ' 
ficient for them in any kind of poſture,cither ſtanding, or lying, or turn- 
ing themſelves, as likewiſe to receiye all the dung that ſhould proceed 
from them for a whole year. EPA 

And that the Ark, was of a ſufficient capacity for theſe purpoſes, will 
appear from the following Diagram. In which there is a partition at 
each end of the Ark, marked A A,of fifteen foot wide, and the breadth 
of the Ark being ſeventy five foot; theſe partitions muſt contein in them 
five Areas of fifteen foot ſquare, and an Are of five foot ſquare, being 
ſufficient to contein four Sheep, therefore one of fifteen foot ſquare muſt 
be capable of thirty ſix Sheep; Allowing one of theſe Areas at each 
end for ſtairs,there will eight of them remain, (viz. four at each end)to be 
reckoned upon for the conteining of Sheep; which eight will be capable 
of receiving 288 Sheep, | 

Beſides theſe partitions, at the end there are five ſeveral paſſages 
marked B B, of Green foor wide for the more convenient acceſs tothe ſe- 
veral Stalls; the four Areas on the fide marked C C, deſigned for Stalls, 
are each of them eighteen foot wide,and about two hundred foot long, 
And the two middle Areas marked D D, are cach of them twenty five 
foot wide, and about two hundred foot long. 

' Suppoſing the two middle Areas to be defigned|for Sheep 3 an Area of 
twenty five foot ſquare muſt be capable of a hundred, and there bei 
ſixteen of theſe, they muſt be capable of 1600 Sheep,which being add 
to the former number of 288 will make 1888. ſomewhat more then 1825 
the number aſſigned for thoſe that were to be taken in for food. 

The four fide Areas marked CC, being each of them eighteen foot 
wide,and two hundred foot long,will be more then ſufficient to contein 
the ſeveral beaſts which were to be preſerved for the propagating of 
their kind; for which in the foregoing Tablestheir is allotted to the _ 
length of their Stalls only ſix hundred and fix foot, beſides the largene6 
of the Stalls allotted to each of them. Sothat there will be near upon 
two hundred foot overplus; for the reception of any other beaſts, not 
yet enumerated or diſcovered. | 

As for that faſhion of the Keel of Ships now in uſe,whereby they are 
fitted for paſſage through the Waters, and to endure the motion of the 
Waves ; This would not have been convenient for the buſineſs here de- 
ſigned; The 4rk being intended only for a kind of Float to ſwim above 
water, the flatneſs of its bottom, did render it much more capacious for 
the reception of thoſe many living Creatures, which were to be contein- 
edinit. And tho towards the end of the Flood when it began to abate, 
God is ſaid to Hake a wind to paſs over the Earth, whereby the waters were 
aſſwaged,Gen.8.1.Yet tis not likely that in the time of the deluge, when 
the whole Earth was overflowed, that there ſhould be any ſuch rough 
and boiſterous winds as might endanger a Vel:e}| of this Figure ; ſuch 
winds uleally-procceding from dry Land. | 
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From hence it may be evident, that there was ſufficient room in the 
lower ſtory for the convenient reception of all the forts of beaſts that 
are yet known , ENTITY for thoſe other kinds that are yet wn- 
known to theſe parts of. the World, 

The next thing to be cleared up,is the capacity of the ſecond ory 
for conteining a years proviſion of food, In order to which 'tis to be ob- 
ſerved,that s & eral beaſts feeding on hay, were before upon a fair cal- 
culation fappoſed equal to ninety two Beeves : but to prevent all kind of 
Cavils which may be made at the proportioning of them,let them be asa 


hundred, beſides the 1825. gheep taken in for food. But now becaule theſe 


are tobe devoured by five per diem, therefore the years proviſion ta. be 
made for them, is to be reckoned but as for half that number, viz. 912. 
Theſc being divided by ſeven tobring them unto a proportion with the 
Beeves, Will amount to 180, which added to the former hundred make 
280, ſuppoſe three hundred. Sothen according to this ſuppoſition, there 
muſt be [ifcient proviſion of hay in the fecond ſtory to ſuſtein three 
hundred Beeves for a whole year. 
|  Now'tis obſerved (faith Buteo) by Columells, who was very well ver- 
ſed in the experiments of Huſbandgy, that _ or forty pound of hay 
is ordinarily ſufficient for an Ox for one day, reckoning twelve ounces1n 
the pound. But we will fuppoſe forty of our pounds. And 'tis aſſerted 
by Buteo upon his own tryal and experience, that a ſolid cubit of dryed 
hay, compreſled,as it uſes to be, whenit hath lain any conſiderable time 
in Mows or Reeks, doth weigh about forty pound ; ſo that for three 
hundred Beeves for a whole year there maſt be 109500. ſuch cubits of 
hay, (z7.e.) 365. multiplied by 300, Now the ſecond ſtory being 
ten cubits high,three A ans long,and fifty broad,muſt contein 150000. 
ſolid cubits, which ismore by 40500. then what is neceſlary for ſo much 
compreflſed hay; and will allow ſpace enough both for any kind of 
beams and pillars neceſſary for the fabric, as likewiſe for other repoſito- 
ries, for ſuch fruits, roots, grain or ſeed, as may be proper for the nouriſh- 
ment of any of the other Animals. And kkewile for ſuch convenient 
paſſages and apertures in the floor as might be neceſſary for the putting 
down of the hay to the Stalls inthe lower ſtory. From which it 1s mani- 


feſt that the ſecond ſtory was ſufficiently capacious of all thoſe things de- | 


ligned for it- | 

And then as for the third ſtory; there can be ao colour of doubt, but 
that one half of it will be abundantly ſufficient for all the ſpecies of birds, 
tho they ſhould be twice as many as are enumerated in the foregoing 
tables, together with food ſufficient for their ſuſtenance, becauſe they 
are generally but of ſmall bulk, and may eafily be kept in ſeveral partitt- 
ons or Cages over one another. Nor is there any reaſon to queſtion, but 


that the other half would afford ſpace enough both for Noab's family | 


and utenſils. 

Upon the whole matter,it doth of the two,appear more difficult to aſ- 
ign a ſufficient number and bulk of neceſfary things, to anſwer the capa- 
city of the Ark ,rather then to find ſufficient room for thoſe ſeveral ſpecies 
of Animals already known. But becauſe it may be reaſonably preſumed, 
that there are ſeveral other ſpecies of beaſts and birds, eſpecially in the 
undiſcovered parts of the world,befides thoſe here enumerated,therefore 
tis but reaſonable to ſuppoſe the Ark, to be of a bigger capacity, then 
what 
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what may be ſufficient for the things already known, and upon this ac- 
count it may be aſlerted, that if ſuch perſons who are moſt expert in Phi- 
loſophy or Mathematicks, were now to aſſign the proportions of a Veſlcl 
that might be ſutable to the ends here propoſed, they could not ( all 
things conſidered.) find out any more accommodate to theſe Purpoſes, 
then thoſe here mentioned. | 
From what hath been ſaid it ma y appear, that the meaſure and capa- 
city of the Ark, which ſome Atheiſtical trreligious men make uſe of, as 
an argument againſt the Scripture, ought rather to be cſteemed a moſt 
| rational confirmation of the truth and divine authority of it. Efpeciall 
if it be well conſidered, that in thoſe firſt and ruder ages of the, World, 
when men were leſs verſed in Arts ard Philoſophy , and theretore pro- 
bably more obnoxious to vulgar prejudices then now. they are,| yet the 
capacity and proportions of the 4rk are ſo well adjuſted tothe thingsit 
was toconteinz whereas if ithad been a meer humane invention, 'tis 
moſt probable , that it would have been contrived according to thoſe 
: wild apprehenſions, which (as I faid before) do naturally ariſe from a 
more confuſed and general view of things, as much 190 big, as now ſuch 
men are apt to think it too little, fog thoſe ends and purpoſes to which it 


was defigned. x

To which purpoſe, it were moſt delirable to find 
out ſome natural Standard, or univerſal Meaſure,which hath been eſteem- 
ed by Learned men as one of the deſederata in Philoſophy. 1t this could be 
done in Longitxde, the other Meaſures might be ealily fixed from thence. 
This was heretofore aimed at and endeavoured afterin all thoſe ya- - 
rious Meaſures, derived from natural things, though none of them do 
ſufficiently anſwer this end. . As for that of a Barly corn, which is made 
Jar common ground and original of the reſt, the wragnitude and weight 


ty ae 
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f it may be ſo various in ſeveral times and places, as will render it inca- 
pable ot ſerving for this purpoſe z which is true likewiſe of thoſe other 
Meaſures, an Inch, Palm, Span, Cubit, Fathom, a Foot, Pace; &c. none of 
which can be determined to avy ſufficient certainty. 

Some have conceived that this might be better done by ſubdividing a 
Degree upon the Earth : But there would be ſo much difhculty and uncers 
tainty in this way as would render it unpraCticable, Others have thought, 
it might be derived from the @ich-ſilver experiment - But the uncqual 
gravity and thickneſs of the Atmoſthere, together with the various tcm- 
pers of Air in ſeveral places and ſeaſons, would expole that alſo to much 
uncertainty. 

The moſt probable way for the effeCting of this, is that which was firſt 
ſuggeſted by DoGtor Chriſtopher Wren, namely, by Vibration of a Pendu- 
lum : Time it ſelf being a natural Meaſure, depending upon a revolution 
of the Heaven or the Earth, which is ſuppoſed to be every-where equal 
and uniform. It any way could be found out to make Longitude com- 
menſurable to Time, this might be the foundation of a ratural Standard, 
In ordes to which, 

Let there be a ſolid Ball exatly round,of ſome of the heavieſt metals :

Philoſophica. (As for Schioppius his Grammar, of this title, that doth 
wholly concern the' Latin tongue 3) Beſides which, ſomething hath 
been occaſionally ſpoken of it, by Scaliger in his book de cauſts lingue 
latine ; and by Yoſſi in his Ariſtarckes. But to meit ſeems, that all

Magiſtrate, King, Judge, &c. are Radicals of the Perlon; The Sub- 
ſtantives of Aion belonging to each of theſe, are Gubernatio, Kegna- 
tio, Judicatio, Governing, Reigning, Judging ; And the Subſtantive of 
th&Thing whether 4Five or Paſſrve, is to be expreſſed by the Adjective 
Active or Paſlive in the Aoriſt Tenſe, with the Tranſcendental note 
of Thing So Gubernansres agoverning thing 3 regens res a reign- 
ing thing 3 and judicans res a judging thing, viz. A Canon or Rule 
by which we judge of ſtreight and crooked, right and wrong 3 $o 
Gubernata res, the governed thing, is Ditio, Territory, Dominion, Ju- 
riſdiftion 3 Regnata res, is Regnum the Kingdom 3 Judicata res, is Judi- 
cium, Judgment. h 

As thoſe names which are afſigned to fignifie things themſelves, and 
donot denote either Action or Paſſion, are ſtiled Nowns nenter : fo 
thoſe names wkich are affigned to (ignifie the Doing or Suffering of 
things are ſtiled AFive or Paſſeve. The ſame notion which in the Greek 
and Latin is exprefled by the Infinitive Mode Active or Paſſive, is that 
which There intend by the Subſtantive Attive or Paſhve ; and that it 
may properly beſo ſtiled, I ſha] endeavour to prove afterwards. 

Though every Noun Subſtantive have not an Adtive or Paſſive be- 
longing to it either in the Greek, Latin, Engliſh, &c. yet according to 
the Nature and Philoſophy of things, whatſoever hath an Eſſence, mult 
likewiſe have an AF z<ither of Being or becoming : or of Doing or being 
done : or of making or being made: to be, or do. And conlequently 
every Radical Subſtantive which is capable of Aion, ſhould have 
an Jars or Paſſive formed from it, which is commonly called a 
Ferb. 

As for ſuch things which have not of their own any proper Act of 
Doing, they are not capable of the derivation of Aftive and Paſſive, 
ob defeFum materie ; as inthe words Stone, Mettle, &c. But the Verbs 
belonging to ſuch Radicals can be only Nezter, denoting the Ad of 
Being or becoming ; unleſs when they are compounded with the 
Tranſcendental mark of Cauſatio, which will adde to them a Tranfi- 
tive ſenſe, as Petrifie, Metallifie, e*c. | 


As for ſuch other Radicals as are capable of Action or Paſſion,thefe 
Rules are to be obſerved concerning them. 

1. More Generaly theſe two. 

I. Things which according to common acception have belonging 
to them any one proper AZ of Doing; their Verbs Actives will denote 
this At: For inſtance, the Verb or Subſtantive Active of the words 
Fire, Water, &c. is to burn, wet ; and fo for thoſe Adts of the ſeveral 


parts, Towgue, Tooth, Month, Throat, Foot, Heel, whoſe aQtive by - 
- Rule 
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Rule w1ll bo to lick, bite, devour, ſwallow, trample, kick , and the 


Adive of Bow, Gur, is to Shoot as with a Bow, Gun. 

2. Things which have not, ' according to common acception, any 
one kind of peculiar Act of Doing appropriate to them; the AQives 
belonging to ſuch things, will ſignific 1n the General to Ac or do ac- 
cording to the nature of ſuch things. 

2. More Particularly theſe four. 


1. The Actives belonging to ſuch Radicals as are Subſtances, whe- 


ther Abſolute or Relative, do ſignifie to Act according to the nature 
of ſuch Subſtances 3 ſo in abſolute Subſtances, the Ative of God, Spi- 
rit, Man, will ſignifie to Act as God, Spirit, Man; and ſo in Relative 
Subſtances, the Active of Father, Judge, Magiſirate, is to At asa Fa- 
ther, Judge, Magiſtrate. 

2. The Actives of 9zality, whether Predicamental or, Tranſcen- 
dental, do denote the Acts of thoſe ſpecies, with particular reference 
to the differences under which they are placed So rhe Active of Eaſt, 
Weſt, obliquity, &c. being under the difference of Situation, muſt tg- 
nitie to ſituate a thing Eaſterly, Weſterly, Obliquely. The words of Line, 
Surface, Body, being under the difference ot Dimenſion; th: Attive 
belonging to them muſt ſignifie ro Dimenfionate as either of theſe. 

The words under the differences of Figure, muſt in their Actives 
ſignifie to Figure according to ſuch particular ſhapes. 

Thoſe under the difference of Time, the Actives of Preſent, Simul- 
taneous, Newneſ;, Oldneſs, Sooneſs, &c. mult ngnitie to ACt with ſuch 
reſpeCts of Time. 

The Actives of the Differences and Species under Meaſure, ſhould 
regularly ſfign'fie to Meaſure by Number, Magnitude, Gravity, Valour, 
Duration. Te Active of Inch, Foot, Pace, Fathom, is to Meaſure by 
Inch, Four, &*c. 3nd fo for thoſe other Species of Grane, Drachm, &c. 
Farthing, Penny, &c. 

The Active of Minute, Hour, Day, Night, &c. will ftignifie to contj- 


nue for ſuch portions or meaſures of time, according to the ſenſe of the. 


Difference, D»ration,under which theſe ſpecies are placed. 

The Active of Infancy, Childhood, Adeleſcency, &c. may ſignifie to 
paſs the time of one's Infancy. Childhood, Adoteſcency, exc. 

3. The Active of ſuch Radicals as are Qualities, whether Fredica- 
mental or Tranſcendental, ſignifie to do or deal according to the fig- 
nification of the {aid qualities ; So the Active of Fidelity, Severity, &c. 
will ſignifie to dral or Act, Faithfully, Severely, &c. The Active of 
Gogdneſs, Evilneſs, &c., will ſignifi to Act or Do well or ill, ec. 

4. The Active of ſuch Radicals as denote AG7ons, need no other ex- 
plication but this, that ſome of them are Active Abſolute, which in the 
uſual Grammars are (tiled Newter ; as Sto, Sedeo, Curro ; others Tran- 

ſtive, denoting a tranſient efficiency; into which latter kind, the 
former of theſe may be changed (as was ſaid before) by compolitioa 
with the Tranſcendental mark of Cauſation. | 

There are ſeveral Engliſh Verbs, which, without admitting any 
change by Compoſition or Ioflexion, have both a Neuter and a Tran- 
fitive ſignification 5 as Corrupt, Feed, Starve, Famiſh, Move, Reſt, Hang, 

Extend, Shrink,, Stagger, Stay, &c. whoſe ſenſe 15 to be diſtinguilhe by 
the conſtruction. 
There 
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There are ſome Verbs of the ſame Natural Philoſophical Radix , 
which are yet expreſſed by different words, as Laugh, Deride, Weep, 
Bemoan, muſt, need, Neceſſitate, &&c. And the different notion of theſe 
and ſuch like Verbs, is not capable of being expreſled by the Tranſcen- 
dental point of caxſation : but by placing after them ſuch a Noun $ub- 
ſtantive, or Pronoun Subſtantive. a+ may denote the object of thoſe 
ſeveral a&ts. So the word Laxzh. being put without any Subftantive 
following, doth ſignific io the Newer ſ2rie che bare alt of Laughing ; 
but if the word me or him, ec. duth immediately follow the Verb, 
then it is to be rendered deride or layoþ at, me, him, ec. 


Beſides thoſe Coxcrete Subſtantives, which ſignifie the Exs or thing 
it ſelf, there are other Subſtantives whick denotc the Eſſerce of things, 
ſtiled AbſtxgFs. And theſe may likewiſe be diſtinguiſhed into, Newter, 
ATive, Paſſroe. | 

That is ſtiled Nexter which denotes the' naked Eſſence of a thing, 
without any inclination to Action or Paſſion, as Dezty, Regality. 

That is ſtiled an Abfratt Aive, which implies a proclivity to 
Action, as Regnativity. Amativeneſs, or Amoronſneſs. | 

That is called Paſſive, which denotes a capacity or fitneſs for re- 
ceiving or ſuffering of Activv, as Kegibility, Amiableneſs. 

Such Radicals as are Corcretes, are capable ( according to the nature ' 
of the things denoted by them) to have all theſe three kinds of Ab- 
ſtrafts formed from them. Whereas ſuch Radicals, as are themſelves 
AbſtraFs Neuter, (as namely ſeveral of thoſe under the Gemys's and 
Differences of 2#3/7ty 2rd) ATion) are capable only of the twolatter 


kinds to bc form. d from them. 


As Noun Sbſtantives are the names which are given to things, con- 
ſidered ſimply, and as ſu»ſting by therjelves : So Noun Adje@ives are 
the names which are given ro the 44djund# natures of things, the noti- 
on of them conſiſting in this, that they ſignitie, the ſubject or thing to 
which they are aſcribed, to have in it ſomething belonging to the na- 
ture or quality of. thoſe AdjeFives, which are predicated of ir, or 1i- 
mited by it. | 

And beſides this common notion, they do ſometimes likewiſe in the 
inſtituted Languages refer to other notions; as, 1. To abowundaxce, 
ſo the words populous, pretious, ſumptuous, &c. ſo in Latin, « fluviw 
Piſcoſms, aquoſa regio. 2. To likeneſs," lo the word dogged, curriſh, 
waſpiſh, Seraphicws, Angelicus, &c. 3. To Poſleſſion,ſo Domes regia, 
a royal houſe. 4. To the watter of which any thing doth conſiſt ; ſo 
ſcutume aheneum, A brazen ſhield. But each of theſe notions may be 


- otherwiſe more diſtinly provided for. The two firſt by the Tran- 


ſcendental marks of A»gmentative and Like; and the two next by the 
prepoſitions of Poſſeſſor and Material cavuſe. And ſo the true genuine 
ſenſe of a Noun Adjeftive will be-fixed to conſiſt in this, that it 1m- 
ports this general notion of Perteining to, or being AﬀeGed with. 
Thoſe Adjectives are ſtiled Nexters which do not denote either 
Action or Paſſion; as Calidws, Lacidws, Hot, Light, 
Thoſe are ſtiled A#ive or Paſſive, which denote the Aﬀtion or Pal- 


fon of the AdjunG thing or Eſlence. And becauſe theſe according - 
the 
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the common Theory do Participate both of Noun and Verb ; there- 
fore are they by Grammarians ſtiled Participles 3 Active, as Calefaci- 
ens, Ilſuminans, eating, Enlightniog : or Paſſive,CalefaFws Ilumina- 
ts, Heated, [|[uminated, 

And as Abſtract Subſtantives, may be formed from the'Concrete ; 
ſo likewiſe may Adjectives, which are alſo diſtinguiſhable into Neu- 
ters Ative, Paſlive. 


That part of ſpeech, which by our Common Grammarians is ſtiled 

a Verb, (whether Neuter, Active or Paſſive) ought to have no diſtin 

lace among(t Integrals in a Philoſophical Grammar ; becauſe it is re- 

ally no other then an Adje@ive, and the Copula ſum affixed to it or con- 

teined 1n It : So Caleo,Calefacio,CCalidus, Concerning which Copule, 

Calefio,is the ſame with ſum * Yeabfaciens and the uſe of it; more 
CalefaF#54. {hall be ſaid hereafter. 


That kind of word, which is commonly adjoyned to a Verb, to 
ſgnifie the quality and affeCtion of the ACtion or Paſhon, isſtiled an 
Adverb; which may be diſtinguiſhed into Derived and Underived. 
The former of theſe 1s here particularly intended, and doth generally 
belong to Languages. The latter is afterwards treated of amongſt 
the Particles. | 

As every Radical is ſuppoſed naturally to have its AdjeFive, fo like- 
wiſe its Adverb; and though no Language in uſe doth admit of ſo 

general a derivation of Adverbs, yet the true _ of this is from 
| their imperfection and deficiency 3 for the Signs Ought always to be 
adequate unto the things or notions to be ſignified by them. | 

As AdjeF&ives were before diſtinguiſhed into Newter, A&ive, Paſſrve, 
ſo likewiſe ought Adverbs to be. And as every Adverb isimmediately 
derived from ſome Adjective, ſoevery kind of AdjeCtive hath ſome 
kind of Adverb derived from it. F 

For the more eafie underſtanding of theſe things, I ſhall here adjoyu 
ageneral Scheme of the fore-mentioned derivations z wherein I ſhall 
be neceſſitated to form ſeveral new words according to common

[is thus explained what is meant by 1ztegral words, which 
ſignifie entire things and notions, with the ſeveral kinds of them, 
I proceed in the next place to treat, concerning Particles, or leſs prin- 
cipal words, which may be ſaid to conſignifie, ſerving to circumſtan- 
tiate and modifie Choſe Tztegral words, with which they are joyned, 
being ſtiled by the Hebrew Grammarians DiTiones. 

The words of this kind are exceeding numerous and: equivocal in 
all Languages, and add much tothe difficulty of learning them. It 
beipg a very hard matter to eſtabliſh the juſt number, of ſuch as inal! 
kinds are neceſſary,and to fix to them their proper ſignifications, which 

'et ought to be done in a Philoſophical Grammar. I ſhall in this Eſlay, 
{cleft out of Inſtituted Languages, ſuch of the ſeveral ſorts, as I con- 


ceive ſufficient for this purpoſe. 
Theſe were before diſtinguiſhed, into ſuch as refer, either to Gram-. 


matical, or Tranſcendental notion, | 

Thoſe are ſtiled Grammatical , which ſuppoſing words to retain 
their primary ſenſe, do ſerve for the circumſtantiating of them, either 
by union, abbreviation, inflexion, or ſome other way for the quali- 
fying of their (ignifications or conſtructions. 


The moſt neceflary amongſt all the reſt, which is effential and per- 
petual 1n every compleat ſentence, is {tiled the Copula; which ſerves 
ſor the uniting of the SubjeR and Predicate in every Propoſition. The 
word Swbje@ I ule, as the Logicians do, for all that which goes before 
the Copula; which if it confilt of only one word, then it is the ſame 
which Grammarians call the Nominative caſe. By the word Predicate, 
I mean likewiſe all that which follows the Copula in the ſame ſentence, 
whereof the Adjettive(it any ſuch there be) immediately next after thc 
Copula, is commonly incorporated with it in inſtituted Laoguege® 


and both together make up that which Grammarians call a Verb... 
Amonegl! 
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Amongſt thoſe Particles which are not eſtential and perpetual, but 
uſed according to cccation, fome are fſtiled Sxbſtitutive; becauſe they 
ſupply the roovm either, 1@Ot ſome Integra! word, as Pronouns, or 
2. Of {ome &ertence or complex part of It, as ſuterjedions. 


As Nouns are notes or ſigns of things, ſo Pronouns are of Nouns; 
and are therefore called Pronomina, quaſi vice Nominum, as being 
placed commonly inſtead of Nouns. T hey repreſent things either 

1. Immediately; and inkind, without reſpect to the names of thoſe 
things. So when its faid,l exhort thee or him : The Pronoun I repre- 
{cnt to our thoughts the perſon ſpeaking, ſuppoſe Johr ; and the words 
thee, him, the perlon ſpoken to or of, fuppole I#i/iar or Thomas. 

2. Mediately by their names, which are either : 

1. Expreſt withthe Proxoun, a5 commonly it happens upon the firſt 
iotimation or mention of the thing 3 as this or that inan or book, and 
in theſe caſes the Pronouns are commonly called Demonſirative. 

2. Supplyed by the Pronouns, as is uſual for Brevitics take, at the re- 
pcating of the mention of a thing lately before ſpoken of; as be, zt, 
&c. and then the Pronoun 1s called Relative. Examples of both forts 
areto bc had in the Grammars of Inſtituted Languages. 

More commodioully for our purpole, the Pronouns are to be con- 
iidered either according to their, 1. Number. 2. Modifications. 

1. As to their Number ; there are twelve which may be {tiled 
ſimple Pronouns, and three other that are Compound. 

The Simple Pronouns, for the better convenience of and comply- 
ance with the Characters, are reduced into theſe three combinations 3 
whereof the firſt and laſt combinations are ſingle, the other double,

I. Poſſeſſeve, denoting a relation of Propricty or Poſlcfiion unto the 
perſon or thing ſpoken of, which is applicable to all Pronouns, as I, 
Mine ; Who, Whoſe, &c. | | 

2. Reduplicative, denoting a particnlar Emphaſis, whereby a word 
is raiſed and intended in its ſignification 3 as I my ſelf, Thou thy 


ſelf, ec. | 


Moreover it is to be obſerv'd, that the Perſonal Pronouns, and any | 


of the reſt being us'd Subſtantively, are capable of Number and Cale ; 
and that all other Pronouns befide the Perſonal, are capable of Com- 
polition with the Tranſcendentals of Perſon and Thing, of Flace, 
Time and Manner. |

EE E next thing to be treated of, is concerning the Accidental 
Differences of words; and among(t theſe 


1. Concerning the Inflexion of them, which doth confiſt in the ſe- 
veral ways of varying the ſame word to ſundry modes of figoiticati- 
on. This is not arbitrary, as it is uſed in ſeveral Languages; much 
leſs ſhould the rules to this purpoſe, which belong to the Latin» be ap- 
plied to Vulgar Tongues, to which they are not fuited (as many 
Gramwarians,uſe to do) 'but it ought to be founded upon the Philo- 
ſophy of ſpeech and ſuch Natural grounds, as do neceſlarily þelong 
to Language. 

Integral words are all (capable of Inflexion. 

i. Noun S»bſtantives are infl. ted in a threefold reſpect. 

1. By Number, Singural and Plural, which being more [atrinſecal to 
them, ought to be provided for in the CharaQter or word it ſelf, and 
not by an Afﬀax. | SIND 

2. By Gender, inthings that are capable of Sex, which are naturally 
but two, Maſculine and Feminine; Thelic being leſs Intrinfical to the 
primary notion of the word, may be more properly expreſſed by at- 
tixesz and then the kind or ſpecies of every Animal (abſtraRedly from 
the reſpeCtive Sexegot it) m1y be (ignifye<d by the Radical word it ſelf, 
without any ſign of Sex, which wi:] prevent much equivocalneſs, 

3. By Caſes, which is not ſo eſſential and natural to Subſtantives, 
asto be provided for in the word it (elf, by varying the Terminations 
of it; Forthough this courſe hath been uſed in the Greek and Latin: 
yet neither do the Oriental Tongues, Hebrew, Chaldee, Arabic , &c. 
nor thoſe Occidental of French, Italian, Spaniſh; nor I think doth any 
Modern Tongue inthe world this way expreſs them. 

The true notion of the Nominative Cale, is that which precedes the , 
Verb, and the Accuſative, that which tollows the Verb ; of which in 
ſpeech that is ſuited to natural Structure and Syntax , there ought to 
be no other ſign or note then the very order. As for the Genitive 
Caſe, the proper notign of that, 1s its following another Subſtantive 
zn regimine : But becauſe the following Subſtantive is not always go- 
verned by that which precedes 3 as Urbs Roma, Rhenus Fluvins, Tax"s 
arbor, &c. therefore 'tis proper to have a Particle or Prepoſition tor 
It , as our Engliſh (Of) and (De) inthe French, Italian, Spaniſh, whici 
was treated of-before. [The Dative Caſe is exprefled by the Prepolt- 
tion (To) the Yocative by the Interjeftion of beſpeaking (0) and thx 
Ablative Caſe by ſuch a Prepoſition as denotes Formal or Inſtrumenti! 
cauſe, or manner of Doing. So that the true notion of the Geritive, 
Dative, Ablative Caſe, is'nothing elle but that obliquity in the ſence 0 
a Subſtantive, which is cauſed and ſignifyed by ſome Prepoſition an- 
nexcd to it, as the Focative is by an Interjcction, 2 _

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And beſides theſe three ways of Inflexion, I have ſhewed before 
how Subſtantives are capable likewiſe of AFive and Paſſzve voice, 
| and of Texſes. 

Noun Adjc@ives need not have any note to expreſs Number, Ger- 
' ger, Caſe, becauſe in all theſe they agree with their Subſtantives; 
'  ynleſs ſuch Adjectives as are uſed Subſtantively, by reaſon of their 
compoſition with the Trafſcendental marks gf Perſon, Thing, Time, 
place, &c. In which caſe they have the ſame kinds of Inflexion with 
Subſtantives, But there is belonging to them, 

1. A tranſverſe Inflexion by degrees of Compariſon, which may be 
beſt denoted by the extrinſical affixes of zvore, moſt ; leſs, leaſt. 

2. 'An Inflexion by Voice A@ive and Paſſzve, which makes them 
of the ſame nature with thoſe words which we call Participles. 

3- An Inflexion by Texſes. And though uſually in the Latiz thefe 
are but two Tenſes, viz. Preſent and Future, in cach voice of the 
Participle, Amans, Legens: Amaturws, Ledurws: Amatws, Letws : 
Amandw, Legendus : excepting in ſome few words, Sequens, Sequu- 
tus, Sequuturns  Gandens, Gaviſns, Gaviſurus: and of Cenatum, 
which is uſed promiſcuoully both Actively and Paſlively ; yet this is 
a defect in the Latin Tongue : For the natural notion doth render 
Participles as well capable of the Preter Tenſe; and accordingly the 
Greeks have 7un]ov, Terveus, Tio, K TurouluF+, TrTvuwwbF TvpIncilu + : He 
that beats, he that hath beaten, he that will beat z he that is beaten, 
he that hath been beaten, he that will be beaten. The like would 
have been 1n Latin, if the Philoſophy of Speech had been as well 
oblerved in the Inſtitution of that Language. 

| Derived Adverbs are capable of Ioflexion by degrees of Compariſon. 

Amongſt the Particles, there are only two that are capable of In- 
flexion 5 viz. the Copula, and Pronenns. | 

The Copula is inflected by Mode and by Tenſe; which I have ſuffici- 
ently-explained before : Only 'tis here to be noted, that beſides thoſe 
definite notions of time paſt. preſent, and to come, there is likewile 
Tewpus Aoriſticum, or indefinite time; and that whenever the Copula 
1s uſed in materia neceſſaria, it ought to be underſtood as being inde- 
terminate to any of thoſe differences of time. So for ſuch ſayings, 
Homo eſt animal, Deus vivit, &c, there 1s no kind of time, whether 
paſt, prefent, or future, wherein theſe ſayings are not equally true; 
ſo that the ſenſe of ſuch ſayings is eſt, fait, erit ; vivit, vixit, vivet. 
And therefore it would be convenient to make ſome diſtinction for 
expreſling this indefinite time. St 

Pronoun Subit antives areinflected by Number and Gender, arfd by 
Caſe, as Noun Subſtantives are ;, beſides that kind of improper InfleCti- 
on, whereby they are made Poſſeſſrves ; which is rather a kind of Deri- 
vation, and red»plicative, which conſiſts only in the doubling of them 
for the greater Emphaſis. | 

The other Particles are not capable of Inflexion, becauſe they do 
not denote any Eſſence or 4F, which is capable of ſeveral modes or re- 
[peCts, as Integrals,and two of the Particles do : but only the Czrcum- 


ſtances or Modifications of other words; and therefore may be ſtiled 
ndeclinable or invariable.

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As to Derivation; there ought naturally to be but one kind of Rogy, 
from which the ſeveral differences of Integrals ſhould be derived ;. ang 
this ſhould be a Noun Swbſtantive which ſignifies the Thing, or the 
Eſſence. If it be a Noun Subſtantive Newter, then the firſt branches of 
it are Subſtantives Aive and Pajſre 3 after which ſucceed the Agje. 
Gives belonging to each of them, and therf the Adverbs, which denote 
the Quality or Manner of being or doing. All which belong to one 
branch. Another branch is the Subſtantives AbiraF, which haye 
the ſame kind of derivations from them, asthe former ; as is more 


diſtintly explained before. 


As to the laſt accidental difference of words, viz. Compoſition. 'Ti, 
to be noted, that the wards of a Philoſophical Language ſhould be 
ſo ſuted unto natural notions, that there ſhould: be little need of 
other compoſitions, beſides thoſe by Prepoſitions, Adverbs, and Tray- 

ſeendental Particles, But if this were deſired for greater elegance 
and copiouſnels of Speech, it ſhould be capable of any compoiition 

' whatſoever, which may|' be ſignified in writing by ſome Hypher or 

mark of Union, to joyn the words compounded ; and in Speech by 

pronouncing them together as one word, without changing the na- 

ture of either, So the word 1dolatry is 1dol-worſhip, &c. 


CHAP. IX. 
Of the ſecond part of Grammar called Syntax. 


S the firſt part of Grammar doth treat concerning the nature 
A and differences of particular words: So the ſecond part of 
Grammar ſtiled Syntax, doth concern the proper way of Union or 
right Conſtruction of words, into Propoſitions, or continued Speech. 
And this may be diſtinguiſhed into two kinds. 1. That which 1s 
Cuſtomary and figurative: or 2. That which is Natzral and regular. 

1. That ſtructure may be ſtiled Cxftomary and figurative, which 1s 
uſed in the Phraſeologies or forms of Speech, peculiar to ſeveral Lan- 
guages, wherein words are put together according to a Metaphorical 
and tralatitious ſenſe of | them ; as in thoſe Latin Phraſes, Redigere in 
ordinem, which ſignifies, Privare magiſtratu;, E wedio tollere, for 0c- 
cidert. Antl ſo for thoſe/Engliſh Phraſes of Breaking a jeſt, Hedging 
in a Debt, Taking ones heels and flying away, Being brought to bed, 
Lying 1n, Being in Labour or Travail, &c, All which ought to be 
rendred according to the/natural ſenſe and meaning intended by thoſe 
Phraſes; which 1s obſerved in the regular Tranſlation of any Lan- 
guage. And he that would go about to render ſuch forms of Speech, 
according to the \{trict and natural ſenſe of the words, could not rea- 
ſonably expect to be underſtood in any other Language. - 

But beſides theſe kind of Metaphors which are peculiar to ſome 
Tongues, there are others of a more general uſe, which may be well 
enough retained in a Philoſophical Language. 
2: at 
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2. That (truCture may be called Regular, which 13 according to the 
natural ſenſe and order of the words. 

The General Rule tor this order among{t Integrals is, That which 

overns ſhould precede 3 The Nominative Cale before the Verb, and 
the Accutative after z The Subſtantive before the Adjective : Ouly 
Adjective Pronouns being Particles and athxed, may without incon- 
venience be put inditferently either before or after. Derzved Adverbs 
ſhould tollow that which 1s called the Yerb, as denoting the quality 
or manner of the Act. 

As for the Grammatical Particles, thole which ſerve for the Infttc- 
$ion or Compolition of words ſhould naturally precede ; and fo like- 
wile ſhould other Adverbs, and Prepolitions. 

Tranſcendental Particles are to be joyned in compolition at the ends 
of words, to vary their termination. 


Belides the order required in Syntax. ſomething ought to be ſub- 
joyned concerning the &uantity of Vowels or Syllabies, tozcther 
with the ſeveral diſtinGtions or interpand ions to be oblcrved betwikt 
words and ſ{cntences. 

As for that part uſually treated of in inſtituted Grammars, ſtiled 
Projodia, concerning the quantity of Vowels, there needs not any 
thing to be ſaid unto that here ; becauſe in a Philoſophical Language 
every Vowel 1s ſuppoled to be inthe writing lufficicently diltinguiſhed 
in this reſpect; every long Vowel having a note or mark to tignihe 
its prolation. * 

The expreſſing of any one ſyllable in a word, with a little hieher 
tune, and longer time then others, is to be expreſt by an accent 3, as 
in the words, Consent, Contrive, Compose, Having, Wildom, For- 
tune, Profit, Parentage, Privilege, Con<1der, Determine, Ec. 

The diltinctions ro be obſerved betwixr words and ſentences, may, 
refer ether to 1. The time; or 2, The manner of pronouncing. 


1. The firſt concerns thoſe Pauſes or intervals of rejt to be ob- 
ſerved in Pronouncivg, which were anciently diſtinguiihed into three 
kinds; namely, Comma, Colon, Period. 'T he firit of theſe being 
marked with a point by the middle of the Letter; The ſecond ar the 
top; The laſt at the bottom. Lnto thele, later times have added 
two others; namely, a mark to ſignifie foinething intermediate be- 
twixt Cemma and Colon, (tiled Semicolon , and lomething more then x 
full point, which is ulually exprelt by a greater diitance betwixt the 
words, or by a Breach in the line. 

The uſe of theſe Points 1s to direct what kind of pauſe is to be ob- | 5 
ſerved, and how the tenor or tone of the voice is either to be contt- 
nued or to fall. 


2, The manner of pronouncing words doth ſometimes give them a 
different ſenſe and meaning, and Writing being the Picture or Imape 
of Speech, eught to be adapted unto all the material circumltances 
of it, and conſequently mult have ſome marks to denote thele var- 
ous manners of Pronunciation 3 which may be ſufhcicntly done by 
theſe ſeven kinds of marks or Interpunctions,

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CH AP. XL. 
Of Vowels. 


Hoſe Letters are called Yocales, Vowels, in pronouncing of which 

by the Inſtruments of Speech, the breath is freely emitted ; and 

they are therefore ſtiled Apert or open Letters. Theſe may be diſtin- 

exiſþed either, 1. Formally, by their ſeveral Apertions, and the man- 

ner of configuration inthe inſtruments of Speech required to the fra- 

ming of them, which conſtitutes the diſtinCt ſpecies of Vowels ; or 

2. Accidentally, by the quantity of time required to their prolation, 
by which the ſame Vowel is madeeither loxg or ſhort. 

There are (I conceive): eight (imple different ſpecies of Vowels, 
eaſily diſtinguiſhable, whoſe powers are commonly ſed. I cannot 
deny, but that ſome other intermediate ſounds might be found 3 but 
they would, by reaſon of their proximity tothole others, prove of 
ſo difficult diſtinRion, as would render them uſeleſs; theſe eight ſeem- 
iog tobe the principal and moſt remarkable periods, among(t the de- 
grees of Apert ſounds. 

As for the third of the Labzals, the u Gallicum, or whiſtling x, though 
it cannot be denicd to be a diſtinct ſimple vowel; yet it is of ſo laborious 
and difficult pronunciation to all thoſe Nations amongſt whom it is not 
uſed (as to the Engliſh) eſpecially in the diſtinCtion of long and ſhort, 
and framing of Dipthongs, that though I have enumerated it with the 
reſt, and ſhall make proviſion for the expreſſion of it, yet ſhall I make 
leſs uſe ofit, thanof the others 5 and for that reaſon, not proceed to 
any further explication of it, - 

It will be difficult to expreſs the ſeveral powers of theſe Vowels by 
writing 3 Pronuntiation being ſuch a thing, que nec ſeribitur, nec pin*+ | jpjgu de ref. 
gitur, nec hauriri eam fas eſt, niſt viva voce. - And therefore the beſt Pronuntiatione 
way for the explaining of them, is by ſuch known words as may be © ©: ©: 5: 
given forthe inſtance of each of them. And as for the figure or wri- 
ting of thoſe four, which are not commonly elteemed to be diſtin 
ſpecies of Vowels, I ſhall make choice to repreſent them by ſuch Cha- 
raters, as may ſeem leaſt ſtrange. What kind of power or ſound 


that is, which is peculiar to each of theſe ſeven Vowels, may be eaſily 
underſtood by theſe following Inſtances :

ly uſed with us for diſtin Vowels namely, the third and the fifth, I, 
and VU; as in the words Light, Lute, are not ſimple Vowels, but Dip- 
thongs, I ſhall ſhew afterwards. 

Though the Vowel (0) do not admit of any inſtance in our Lan- 
guage, wherein It is uſed Short, nor the Vowel (y) wherein it is uſed 
L ong ; yet there are naturally ſuch diff-rences of theſe Vowels, as wel] 
asotthereſt. Suppoſe a long Vowel to be divided into two parts; ag 
Bo-ote, prenoince it then with. half the time, and it muſt make the 
ſhort Vowel Bote. And thus on the contrary, doubling the time of a 
ſhort Vowel as By-yt, will render it Log : which may ſerve toex- 
plain how theſe Vowels naturally are capable of being made both long 
and ſhort ; Though by reaſon of general diſuſe amongſt us, ſuch diffe- 
rences would at firſt ſeem ſomewhat difficult, and not eaſtily diſtin- 


guiſhable. 7 

The Vowel («) is placed firſt ; udy partly in conformity with 
other Alphabets, and becauſe 'tis the moſt Apert amongſt the Linguu- 
palatal Vowels. *'Tis expreſled by this Character, becauſe being one 
of the Greek Letters, 'tis more commonly known. *Tis framed byan 
emiſſion of the Breath, betwixt the Tongue and the Palate; the 
tongue being put into a more concave poſture, and removed further 
off from the palate. | 

The Vowel (a) is framed by an emiſſion of the Breath, betw1xt the 
tongue and the concave of the palate; the upper ſuperficies of the 
tongue being rendered lefs concave, and at a leſs diſtance from the pa- 
late. 

The Vowel (e) is framed by an emiſſion of the Breath, betwixt the 
tongue and the concave of the palate, the upper ſuperfictes of the 
tongue being brought to ſome {mall degree of coovexity. 

The Vowel (;) is exprefied by this Character, becauſe 'tis the moſt 
{imple figure; and therefore doth beſt ſuit with the moſt acute Letter; 
as likewife, becauſe this Letter, among(t many other Nations is alrea- 
dy uſed and pronounced according to the ſound which is here intend- 
ed. *Tisframed by an emiſlion of the Breath betwixt the tongue and 
the concave of the palate, the upper ſuperficies ofthe tongue being 
put into a more convex poſture, ml thruſt up near the palate. 

The Vowel (0) is the firſt, and moſt apert of the Labiabs; bcing fra- 
med by an emiſſion of the Breath, betwixt the Lips, a little drawn to- 
gether and contracted. 

The Vowel (>) is the ſecond ofthe Labzals, requiring a greater con- 
tration of the Lips. 'Tis expreſſed by this Character, which is uſed 10 
Greek for «v Dipthong 3 becauſe commonly that Dipthong, as alſo the 
French o# is pronounced in the ſound of this ſimple Vowel. 

The Vowel (y) is wholly Guttzral, being an emitſion of the breath 
from the throat, without any particular motion of the tongue or lips- 
"Tis expreſled by this CharaQter which is already appropriated by the 
Welſh bor the picture of this ſound. The

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) The difference betwixt long and ſhort Vowels, ſhuuld alwaies be 
written as well as pronounced, that is, there ſhould be ſome Note or 
Mark to expreſs when a Vowel 1s to be uſed /ong. 

Theſe eight Letters before enumerated, I conceive to be ſo many 
diſtinct ſpecies of Vowels, formally different ig reſpeCt of their Powers, 
and though I cannot at preſent think of any other beſides, yet having 
formerly, upon new conſiderations, and ſuggeſtions, ſo often changed 
my thoughts upon this enquiry, «I dare not be dogmatical about ir, or 
allert confidently,that there neither are,nor can be any more: For who 
knows how many other minute differences of Apertion may be now 
uſed, or hereafter found out, by others, which practiſe and cuſtom 
may make as eaſte and diſtinguiſhable to them, astheſe are tous? Be- 
ſides that the meaſure of Apertion (as is well obſerved) muſt be like 
continued quantity, dzviſebrlis in infinitum, Only this (Ithink) may 


be ſately affirmed, that the eſtabliſhment of Vowels here mentioned, 


will ſerve much better to expreſs all articulate ſounds, than can be 
done by any of the ordinary Alphabets now in uſe, 
I cannot but animadvert here on the by, upon that Argument 


which Capellus, and others do much inſiſt upon, againſt the Antiquity P* Antiouitare 


of the Hebrew Points, or Vowels 3 Becauſe (ſay they) the making of ſo 
many, is an injudicious, and irrational invention, for which there is no 
real ground; there being in nature, and among(t other Languages, but 
five diſtin Vowels, and not fourteen : And therefore they conclude 
the Invention of them to be new, and not of any great Antiqui- 


ty, 

"To ſpeak freely in this caſe (without inverpoſing as to the main 
ſtare of the Queſtion) This Reaſon doth not ſeem to be of any force. 
Though the Conclulion they 1ofer ſhould be true, yet this Argument 
urged for it, isfalſe, both as to the Conſequence, and Antecedent, The 
ImperfeGions and Defects of any Invention, do rather argue the Artz- 
quity, than the Novelty of it 3 there being much time and experience 
required to the perfecting any invention: And it would rather fol- 
low, that becauſe they are zmperfe@, therefore are they more like to 
be Ancient. But beſides, the Hebrew Vowels will upon conſiderati- 
on, b{: tound to be a contrivance full of more than ordinary Accurate- 
nels, tounded upon the Philoſophy of Articulate ſounds, and may 
without any force be applied to the number here eſtabliſhed : Except-> 
ing the French (u),

The common diſtin&ion of theſe into Semi-vowels and Aſutes, will

Both theſe kinds, as likewiſe thoſe that follow through the Mouth, 
have ſome imperfe& ſound of their own, without the joyning of any 
Vowel with them ; though the ſonorous only be Yocal; and the mute 
ſort are only a kind of Whiſper. 

By Sonorons, are meant, ſuch as require ſome voice or vocal ſound, 
to the framing of them. 

By the Mutes of theſe, are meant other Letters of the ſame coph:- 
guration, pronounced with a ſtropg emiſſion of the Breath, without 
any Vocal ſound. 

(ww) is mugitns, the natural ſound of Lowing, when the Lips are 
hut, and the ſound proceeds out of the Noſe. *Tis counted of dit- 
ficult pronunciation in the end of words : For which reaſon, the La- 
tin Poets cut it off in Verſe, when it comes before a Vowel in the next 
worlds : And the Greeks do not terminate any word with it. 

(N) is Tinnitzs, when the breath is ſent out, the Limbus of the 
Tongue being fixed towards the Gums, or bottom of the upper Fore- 
teeth. In the pronouncing of this, the breath is emitted only out of 


the Noſe, which makes it differ from (L). *Tis counted a pleaſant _

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both in Declenſtons and Conjugations. 

(Ng) is framed by an appulſe of the Root of the Tongue towards the 
inner part of the Palat. The found of it may be continued imple, as 
well as any other 3 which makcs it evident to be a ſingle letter, and not 
a compound of n, and g, as we uſually write it : Thus the word 
Anenis, 1n the true ſpelling of it, ſhould be writ A, ng, G, s, i, s. The 
Hebrew y is {uppoled by divers Authors, but I think gronndletly, to 
be of this power. I know ſevera] things may be ſaid, to render it pro- 
bable, that the power here intended, may be ſufficiently expreſſed, by 
a more ſoft and {I1ght manner of pronouncing the letters N & G com- 
pounded together ; But I rather incline to reckon ita ſimple and di- 
ſtint Letter. | 

To the Sonorous letters of this kind, there are three Mutes of affini- 
ty, hm, hn, hng, which are formed when the breath is emitted 
through the In{truments of Speech, in the ſame poſition reſpectively as 
in the former, but without any Vocal Sound. The two firlt of theſe 
arein uſc amongſt the Welſb and Iriſþ: And the laſt of them, in the opi- 
nion of Bellarmine, and ſome other Grammarians, is rather the true 
ſound of the Hebrew y. .

(RK) .1s iFridor vel ſuſurrus : *Tis called from the ſnarling of Dogs, 
Litera Canina: 'Tis made by a quick trepidation of the tip of the 
tongue being vibrated againſt the palate z for which, they who are 
diſabled, by reaſon of the natural infirmity of their tongues, which 
1s called Teguaiouds, Balbuties, do commonly pronounce in ſtead of it, 
the letter (L) whichis of a more ſoft and eafie found. Demoſthenes, 
Alcibiades, Ariſtotle, Scaliger, the Fathers, are ſaid to have laboured

Eſides theſe ſimple Letters before enumerated, there are otfers 
commonly uſed which may = Vowels. 
{tiled Compound, both} Conſonants. 

The Compound Vowels are called commonly Dipthongs, or 7rip. 
thongs, or Biſſona in Latin 3 but becauſe the (ignification of thoſe word; 
may as well agree with double Conſonants, therefore others would 
have them ſtiled Bvocales, or Trivocales, Jacobus Matthias in his 
Treatiſe de Literis, and our learned Gataker, in a particular Diſcourſe 
to this purpoſe, do earneltly contend that there are no ſuch things as 
Dipthongs.

1. Of their Names. Letters being of themſelves the moſt ſimple 
Elements of Speech, ought therefore to be expreſſed by the molt fim- 

le names, and ſuch as do fignihe their ſeveral Powers : In which re- 
ipe&t, the Koman Alphabet uſcd in thefe Weſtern parts of the world, 
hath an advantage above other learned Languages, wherein the Vow- 
els are no otherwiſe named than by their own ſounds, as A, not Aleph 
or Aſpha ; much leſs have they diſtinct names for long and ſhort Vow- 
cls, us Kamets, Kametscatuphb, &c. And thoſe which they reckon as 
the two kinds of Conſonants, Semi-vorels and Mutes, are likewile di- 
{tinguiſhed in their very Names. T he Vowels being prepoſed in thoſe 
winch they call Semi-vowels, el, em, en, ar, and ſubjoyned 1a the 
Mutes, be. ce, de, ge, pe, te. 

As tor the other Letters before mentioned, which have a Right to 
be put 1n the Alphabet, they may be thus named : The ſonorous 
oncs, Eng, EV, Edh, Egh, EZ, EZh. The Mute ones, Hme, Hae, 
Hnge, te, The, Che, HLE, HRE, SE, She. 

2. I he moſt proper and natural Order of the Letters, I conceive to 
bc tne lame 1n which they have been before treated of, Fowels ſhould 
be reckoued up by themſelves, as being a diſtinCt kind, and firſt, both 
tor their priority in Natzre, Neceſſaty, and Dignity. It the order of 
theſe were to be regulated trom the !ln{truments of ſpeech, then u, ©,s, 
ſhould be fir(t, as being Labial, and «, a, e, 1, next, as Lingual, or Lin- 
grapalatal, and y laſt, as bring Guttural. Scaliger would have A and 
O to be acknowledged for the firſt Vowels, as being Son; ampliſſra, 
Thenext E,1I, as being of a middle ſound, and the Jaſt U. as being jont 
objcuriſſami.

4. Though all Nations do'or. ſhould agree in the ſame/power and Q 4. 
ſound ofthe Letters, yet they differ very much in thoſe Figures and Figure, 


Characters, whereby they repreſent them in writing according to thoſe 
divers Alphabets that are received in the world: Amongſt which, 
though ſome are much more-convenient than others, yet none of them 
ſcem contrived upon a Philoſophical ground. In the framing ofſuch 
a Literal Character, thefe Conditions ought to be obſerved. | 

1. They ſhould be the moſt (imple and facil, and yet elegant and 
comely as to the ſhape of them. | 

2. They muſt be ſufficiently diſtinguiſhed from one another. 

3- There ſhould be ſome kind of ſutableneſs, or correſpondency of 
the figure to the nature and kind of the Letters which they expreſs. 


[t is not either neceſlary or convenient in the framing ofa Language; 


to make uſe of all the Letters belonging to the Alphabet z but 'tis ſufti- 
cient that ſuch only be made choice of, as are moſt eaſie and pleaſant 
in the pronunciation and ſound of them. But though it be not theed- 
ful to introduce all the Letters into the common uſe of a Language, 
yet it is molt neceſ{ary that ſome way ſhould be provided for repreſent- 
ing the powers ofall the ſimple Letters, becauſe without this, there 
can be no way to expreſs the proper names uſed in ſeveral Languages, 
whether of Places, or Perſons, &c. as England, "London, Oxford, John, 
Mary, &c. There being frequent: occaſton in diſcourſe to mention the 
names of ſuch Individuals : And thele being nothing elſe but ſuch 
words or ſounds as men have agreed upon to fignifie ſuch particular 
places or perſons, mult therefore be expreſſed by ſuch Letters as make 
up theſe ſounds. And though this real Character here treated of (as 
tis made effable,) may lerve for moſt of them, yet becauſe there are 
ſeveral others not this way provided for, therefore may it be proper 
to offer ſome diſtinct Alphabet of Letters. Of which, 1 had provided 
ſeveral Inſtances and Examples agreeable to the Rules above mention- 
ed, But ſhall at preſent (becauſeI would not too much digreſs) ſet 
down only two; which to me ſeem conſiderable in their ſeveral kinds. 
The former being more facil and ſimple, the other more complicate ; 
but with this advantage,that it hath in the ſhape of it ſome reſemblance 
to that Configuration which there is in the Organs of ſpeech upon the 
framing of ſeveral Letters. Upon which account it may deſerve the 
name of a Natural Chara@er of the Letters. 

The Letters according to the firſt deſign, are repreſented in the fo]- 
lowing Table, confiſting of 31 Ranks and 15 Columanes. 
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The firſt Rank doth contain the CharaCters for the fix more ſim- 
ple Vowels, both prepolſed and ſubjoyned according to a threefold 
place, at the top, the middle, and the bottom of the CharaCter, the 
former three being meer Rownds, the other Hooks. Thoſe of a *mid- 
dle power, becauſe they are neceſlary Ingredients to the making of all 
the uſual Dipthongs, therefore have they a.larger Character aſſigned 
to them, to which any of the other Vowels may be affixed, when they 
are to coaleſce into Dipthongs.

The ſecond Columne (befides the marks for thoſe three Letters 
H, s, i,) doth contain likewiſe the Characters for all the Conſonants, 
according to their ſeveral affinities; where the Nor ſpiritous Con- 
ſonants are expreſled by ſtraight lines, the. Spiritous Conſonants of affi- 
nity to them being diſtinguiſhed by a little hook affixed at one end. 
The other Conſonants by carve lines, with the like diſtinCtion for their 
correſpondent Mutes. The reſt of the Ranks and Columnes conſiſting 
of mixed Letters, either the mixtures of the Vowels with H, s, or I, 
orelſe the incorporating the CharaCter for each of the fix Vowels with 
that of the Conſonant, the Vowel being prepoſed inthe 3.,45,6,7,8. 
Columnes, and ſubjoined in the other. 

As for the Characters that ſerve for Interpun&ion, the Comma may 
be expreſſed by a ſmall, ſtreight, oblique line (, ) The Semicolon, 
Colon and Period, may continue as they are now uted by moſt of the 
Exropeans ; there being nothing 1n their figure, of any ſuch near reſem- 
blance to the other Characters, as may make them liable to miſtake.

Unto each of the Letters repreſented by a Face, there is adjoyned 
a leſſer Figure, conſiſting only of the chief out-lines repreſenting the 
Organs of ſpeech. : a 

The Labials are repreſented by two curve Figures for the Lips, 
The Linguals by the Figure of the Tongue, according to its various 
applications; either of the Top or Root,to the ſeveral parts of the Palate, 
or of the Teeth. 

The Sonorous Conſonants, of each kind, are diſtinguiſhed from the 
Mvtes, by the addition of (” ) to repreſent the motion of the Epiglot- 
tis, by which ſound is made. 

The Breathing or Spiritous Conſonants are repreſented by a longer 
undulated Line, paſling through the Month in ſome of them, either 
betwixt the Lips, in F, V. or between the Tongue and Palate, in Dh, 
Th, Gh, Ch, R, HR. In the two laſt of which, the top of the 
Tongue 1s divided, to repreſent that Trepidation or Vibration, in 
the traming of theſe Letters. Or by the fides of the Tonguein L, HL 
Or betwixt the Top of rhe Tongue and the Teeth,in Z,S, Zh, Sh. Inthe 
two laſt of which, the undulated Line is doubled, to repreſent that 
more denſe Percolation of breath,uſed in the framing of thoſe Letters. 

T hoſe thatare breathed through the Noſe, have this undulated line 
above the Palate, as ina M, HM, N, HN, NG, HNG. 

| propoſetheſe only as being natural Pictures of the Letters, with- 
out any Deſign of common uſe, for which they are leſs fit, by reaſon 
of their being ſo complicated. 

5. Though each of the Letters have their diſtint powers naturally 
fixed, yet that difference which there is in the various manner of Pro- 
runciation, doth ſomewhat alter the Sound of them. And there are 
no two Nations in the world that do exaCtly agree in the ſame way of 
pronouncing any one Language (ſuppoſe the Latiz,) Among(t per- 
ſons of the ſame Nation, ſome pronounce more fully and Strongly, 0- 
thers more ſlightly, ſome more flatly, others more broadly, others 
more #incingly. Andin.the hearing of forreign Languages, we are 
apt to think, that none of the Letters we are acquainted with, can 
frame ſuch ſtrange ſounds as they ſeem to make : But this doth prin- 
cipally proceed from the ſeveral modes of Pronunciation ; the variety 
of which may well enough confiſt with the diſtin& power of the Let- 
ters. 'Tis obviousto any one to obſerve, what great diffetence there 
will be in the ſame words, when ſpoken ſlowly and treatably, and .when 
tumbled out ina repid precipitate manner. And this 1s one kind of 
difletence in the pronunciation of ſeveral Nations 5 The Spaniard: and

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Italians pronouncing more ſlowly and Majeſtically, the French more 

volubly and baitily, the Engliſh in a middle way betwixt both. Another 

different mode of Pronunciation berwixt ſeveral Nations, may be in 

regard of ftrength and diſtin Fneſs of pronouncing, which will ſpecial- 

ly appear in thoſe kind of Letters which do moſt abound in a Lan- 

guage. Some pronounce more deeply Guttzral, as the Welſh, and the 

Eaſtern people, the Hebrews, and Arabians, &c, Others ſeem to thruſt 

their words more forwards, towards the outward parts of the mouth, 

as the Engliſh 5 others more inward towards the palate, asthe French ; - gens - 
ſome ſpeak with ſtronger collifions, and more vehement aſpirations,  * do 06922 
as the Northern people generally, by reaſon of their abundance of ſpi- 

rits and inward heat ; others more lightly and ſoftly, as the Southern 

Nations, their internal ſpirits being more weak, by reaſon of the out- 

ward heat, 

One principal Reaſon of the various ſounds in the pronunciation of 
ſeveral Languages doth depend upon the nature of thoſe Letters, of 
which they do chiefly confilt and are iramed. Upon which account, 
the Greek , which abounds in Vowels and Dipthongs, is more finooth. 
And though the Latin have fewer Vowels, yet it 1s ſoequally mixed 
with them, as to be rendred facil and pleaſant; whereas the Hebrew 
doth abound in ſome har ſh Conſonants, Aſpirations and Gutturals, 

I cannot here omit the Cenſure which an ingenious perſon gives gon- 
cerning the difference of many of our Exropean Languages, in reſpect avtrageg & "2 I0 
of their pronunciation. The Talian (laith he) is 10 pronunciation, Remains. * 
pleaſant, but without Sinews, as a ſtill flowing water : the French 
delicate, but inward and nice, like a woman that dares ſcarce open 
her mouth, for fear of marring her Countenance. The Spaniſh, Ma- 
jeſtical, but withal ſomewhat terrible and tulſom, by the tov much 
affcCtation of the Letter O. The Datch manly, but withal haiſh and 
quarreliom, Whereas our Engliſh (faith he) hath what is comely and 
Euphonical in each of theſe, without any of their Inconveniences. 'Tis 
uſual for mento be moſt favourable towards the Language unto which 
they have been moſt accuſtomed. *Tis likely that Forreigners may be 
0 apt to complain of ſeveral Defects in our Language as we are of 
theirs. 

That which doth generally ſeem moſt difhcult to Strangers in our 
Engliſh Tongue, is the pronouncing of certain Aſpirations (as they 
are ſtiled) very frequently and familiarly uſed amongſt us, but hardly 
Iwitable by others, though theſe are but few; theſe five words (as It 
vv fajd) comprehending all of them. What think the choſen Judges © 
Which a little praGtiſe might overcome. 

[t were deſirable in a new invented Language, to make uſe chiefly 
ef ſuch Letters and Syllables, as are of general practiſe, and univerſal- |

'Tis not improbable but that there may be a difficulty and diſuſe of 
every one of theſe Letters in ſeveral Nations of the world ; upon 
which account it is exculable, if in the framing of a Language, it be 
propoſed to make ule of all the Letters, without any particular choice 
of ſome, and ſecluſion of others. Or itany be excluded, they ought 


in reaſon to be ſuch, as ſeem molt difficult to thoſe, amongſt whom. 


this Language hath its firſt Riſe and Original. And ſuch others ſhould

He next Enquiry ſhould be, what kind of CharaGer or 
Language may be fixed upon, as molt convenient for 
the expreſſion of all thoſe Particulars above mentioned, 
belonging to the Philoſophy of Speech; in order to 
which it may ſeem, that the firſt Enquiry ſhould be con- 
cerning Langnage ; Becauſe Writing is but the figure of Articulate 
ſound, and therctore ſubſequent to it: But though it be true, rhac 
men did firſt ſpeak before they did write, and conſequently writing is 
but the figure of Speech, and therefore in order of time ſubſequent to 
It; yet in order of Natxre there isno priority between theſe : Bur vozce 
and ſounds may be as well aſſigned to Figure, as Figures may be to 
Sounds, And [I do the rather begin with* treating concerning a com- 
mon CharaGer or Letter, becauſe this will conduce more to that great 
end of Facility, whereby (as I firſt propoſed) men are ro be invited 
tothe Learning of it, To proceed from the Language ro the Chara- 
er, would require the learning of both; which being of greater dif- 
ficulty, than to learn one alone, is not therefore ſo ſutable to that in- 
tention of ingaging men by the Facility of it. And becauſe men that 
do retain their ſeveral Tongues, may yet communicate by a Keal Cha- 
raFer, Which ſhall be legible in all Languages 3 therefore I conceive it 
moſt proper to treat of this in the firſt place, and ſhall afterwards ſhew 
how this Character may be made effable, in a diſtinct Language: 
All Character> (ignifie either Natzrally, or by Inſtitution, Natural 
Chara@ers are cither the Pictures of things, or ſome other Symbolical 
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Repreſentations of them, the framing and applying of which, though 
it were in ſome degree feaſible, as to the general kind: of things ; yet 
in moſt of the particular ſpecies, it would be very difficult, and in ſome 
perhaps impoſſible. It were exceeding deſirable that the Names of 
things might confiſt of ſuch Sounds, as ſhould bear in them ſome Ana. 
logy to their Natwres 3 and the Figure or Character of theſe Name, 
ſhould bear ſome proper reſemblance to thoſe Sounds, that men 
might eaſily gueſs at the ſence or meaning of any name or word, upon 
the firſt hearing or ſight of it. But how this can be done in all the par. 
ticular ſpecies of things, I underſtand not; and therefore ſhall takeic 
for granted, that this Character muſt be by Inſtitution. ln the fra- 
mivg of which, thereare theſe four propertics to be cadeavoured af- 
ter. 

1. They ſhould be moſt ſimple and eafie for the Figure, to be de- 
ſcribed by one Du&ws of the pen, or at the moſt by two. 

2. They muſt be ſufficiently diſtinguiſhable from one another to 
prevent miſtake. | 

3. They ought to be comely and graceful for the ſhape of them to 
the eye. 

4. They ſhould be Methodzcal, Thoſe of the ſame common nature, 
having ſome kind of ſutableneſs and correſpondence with one another; 
All which qualifications would be very advantageous, both for Un: 
derſitanding, Memory and Uſe.

Y what hath been already delivered, it may ſufficiently appear, 
how any thing or Notion, which falls under humane Di e, 
may be expreſied by ſuch a Character as ſhall be legible to men of all 


Nations and Languages. 


I come now to ſhew how this Univerſal CharaFer may be made effa- 
ble in a diſtint Larguage: The unfolding of which (ſuppoſing what 
hath been ſaid about the CharaGter and Grammar, to be well under- 
ſtood) will need but little time and pains. 


The Qualifications deſirable in a Language, ſhould have ſome ana- 
logy and proportion to thoſe before mentioned concerning a Charader 
or way of Writing z Namely, 


1. The words of it ſhould be brief, not exceeding two or three $yl- 
lables 3 the Particles conſiſting but of one Syllable. 
2. They ſhould be plain and facil robe taught and learnt, 

3. They ſhould be ſufficiently diſtinguiſhable from one another, to 


prevent miſtake and equivocalneſs 3 and withal ſignificant and capiovs, 


an{werable to the concepts of our mind. 

4. They ſhould be Exphonical, of a pleaſant and graceful ſound. 

5. They ſhould be Methodical; thoſe of an agreeable or oppoſite 
ſenſe, having ſomewhat correſpondent in the ſounds of them. The 
order to be vbſerved ia the aſſigning of Letters and Sounds to theſe 
Characters, mult be after the ſame manner with the Method before 
made ule of, in treating concerning theſe Characters : Beginnihg firſt 
with Integrals, according to their leveral Varieties, and then proceed 
iog tothe Particles. | 


| The Integrals may be conſidered, either as they are Radicals, placed 
in the Tables, either more dire, whether Genns, Difference, or Species ; 
or elſe Laterally, either by way of Affinity or Oppoſetion. 


And next to the Words or Sounds appointed for each of theſe Radir 
cals, It 1s tobe conſidered, by what kind of Changes or Varieties, the 
ſeveral DerMations and Infleions may be exprelled. 


The firſt thing to be ſtated in ſuch an Ioſtitution, is to aſfign ſeveral 
Letters and ſounds for the 40 Gexns's. It were not difficult to offer 
great variety oftheſe ; but to pitch upon that which upon all accounts 
would be the beſt, will require ſo much conſideration, and practiſe, 
and ſo many Trials as I cannot pretend unto,

It would be convenient, that every one of theſe Inſtances ſhould be 
Philoſophically Lettered, according to the true pronunciation uſed 
in each Language 3 but this being a thing of too great difficulty, I do 
not attempt it. *Tis probable that the doing of this, would make 
moſt ſtrange Languages ſeem more harſh and uncouth, than now they 
do; as appears by that Inſtance of the Engliſh, this way written, 
which I have ſubjoyned in the laſt place, for the more accurate com- 
paring it with the Philoſophical Language. 

In the comparing of theſe Languages, .it may be granted that fome 
few words of each Language may ſeem preferrible to others 1n this : 
But take it altogether, and inthe whole, and it may at leaſt ſtand in 
competition with the beſt of them, as to its facility and pleaſantneſs. 
'Tis moſt likely, that the generality of Readers will be apt in the com: 
paring of theſe Inſtances, to give the precedence to thoſe Languages 
they are acquainted with. I ſhould defire no more from them, but 
that they would be content to permit this new Language to come in 
the next place, which would be a ſufficient teſtimony for it. 

But then for the Phzloſophy of this Language, it hath many great ad- 
vantages above any other. Every Word being a deſcription of the 
thing ſignified by itz Every Letter being ſignificant, either asto the 
Nature of the Thing, or the Grammatical Variations of the Word,which 
cannot be ſaid of any of the reſt 5 befides the conſtant Analogy obſer- 
ved in all kind of Derivations and Inflexions.

Direfions for the more eaſte Learning of this Chara&ter and 
Language, together with a brief Table containing the Ra- 
dicals, both Integrals and Particles; together with the 
Charafier and Language by which zach of theſe is to be 


expreſt. 


F any Man ſhall think it worth his time and pains to learn this 
b Character ; the moſt facil and natural order to be obſerved in 
this, will be, to begin with the 40 common Heads or Gemus's, which 
ſhould be learnt out of that General Scheme, Part II. Chap. 1, 
where there is expreſled ſome reaſqn of their ordery the underſtand- 
ing of which will much facilitate the fixing of them in the me- 
mory. 

Next to theſe, he may proceed to the Differences belonging to 
each Genxs, which though they are in the Character expreſſed by 
that numerical, ioſtitution of Firſt, Second, and Third, e*c. yet are 
they to be committed to memory from their rea] ſignifications. So 
the Firſt, Second, and Third differences under the Genrs of Beafs , 
are to be learned and rernembred, not as Firſt, Second,and Third,e*c. 
but as Whole-footed,Cloven-footed, and Clawed,&c, (not Rapacious,Ra- 
pacious Dog-kind, Rapacious Cat-kind) and Oviparons. Thus when 
we ſee any of the differences belonging to Meaſure, we are not to 
name them by their numerical order of 1, 2, 3, 4,5, 6, but by the 
things which they denote, as Meaſure of Multitude, Magnitude, Gra- 
vity, Valour, Duration, Age. Andto this end all the differences are 
to be learned out of the larger Tables, where there 18 ſome reaſon to 
be ſeen for the order of moſt of them. 

Next to theſe, the ſeveral Species are to be learned, belonging to 
each Difference, at leaſt ſo many of them as are like moſt frequently 
to Occur In diſcourſe. As for the' various kinds of Meteors, Stones, 
Herbs, Shrubs, Trees, Exaneuionus Animals, Fiſhes, Birds, Beaſts, and 
the kinds of Diſeaſes, though they are to be provided forin the Ta- 
bles, that they may be written when there ſhall be occaſion for the 
mention of them; yet 'tis not ordinarily neceſlary to commit them 
all to memory, becauſe thoſe who are molt expert in any Language, 
may not yet be able to remember all the names of ſuch things. But 
as for ſuch Species as are fit to be remembred, they are to be learned 
out of the fir it and larger Tables, where they are each of them de- 
ſcribed and determined, as to their primary fignitications, and ſome 
reaſon is attempted of their number and order, the underſtanding of 
which will make them more eaſily remembrcd, 

After theſe the Particles are to be learned, which ſhould be likewiſe 
out of the firſt Tables, where the meaning of them is deſcribed and 
determined, 

But for the better helping of the memory in cales of mm of 
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forgetfulneſs, it may be proper to have recourſe to the Synopſis here 
adjoined, by which it is eafie at the firſt or ſecond view to tind out 
the true place of any 1=tegral or Particle, together with the Derivati- - 
ons and Inflexions belonging to the Radicals. 

'Tis here to be noted concerning this briefer Scheme or Table, that 
in ſeveral of the Genns's pertaining to Subſtance, there are only ſome 


few of the firſt Species or Pairs of them mentioned under each diffe- 


rence as inſtances ; the reſt being to be ſought for in the larger 
Table. Thoſe that are paired by way of oppoſition, are put ina di- 


ſtint Character. 
The firſt Parr, and the former half of the ſecond, do contain a 


Philoſophical Diftionary for all Integral, Radical words : The re- 
maining Part doth contain all the Particles neceſlary ro Speech, be- 
ſides a Summary of the whole Grammar, with reference both to the 
Character and Language 3 which I conceive to be ſo plainly ſet down, 
as not to need any particular explication. 

But now becauſe there is no more general inclination amongſt per- 
ſons of all Ages and Qualities, then that of Gaming, which Men can 
continue at for a long time with much pleaſure, and are leaſt apt to 
be weary of : Therefore the reducing of the Learning of this Chara- 
(ter to a Game, may be a ſpecial helpand furtherance toit. In arder 
to which it were not difhcult to ſhew, how it might be brought into 
ſeveral Games, like to thoſe either at Dice or Cards. Of the former 
of which I had once thought to have given an inſtance, with relation 
tothe Particles, by which it would be eafie to underitand how the

Concerning the 
China CharaGter. 'The ſeveral Attempts and Propoſals made 
by others towards anew kind of CharaSter, and Language. 
The advantage in reſpe6t of F acility, which this Philoſophi- 


cal Langnage hath abowe the Latin. 


Aving thus briefly Jaid the Foundations of a Philoſophical Gram- 
H mar ; 1 am in the next placeto ſhew the many great advantages 
both for ſtgnificancy, perſpicnity, brevity, and conſequently facility, 
which a Character or Language founded upon theſe Rules, muſt needs 
have above any other way of communication, now commonly known 
or uled. And becauſe the Latin doth in theſe parts of the world 
ſupply the place of a Common Tongye, therefore I ſhall chiefly in- 
fiſt upon the compariſon with that.

It cannot be denyed but that all theſe Rules arc neceſlary to the 
T atin Tongue ; but this argues the imperfeCtion of that Language, - 
that it ſhould ſtand in need of ſuch and ſo ules as have no foun- 
dation 1n the Philoſophy of ſpeech. I am oO that our Learned 
Dc eugene Verulane, ſpeaking concerning the inflexions uſed in the more Ancient 
cap. 1. Languages by Caſes, Modes, Tenſes, &c. in which the »:odern Lan- 
guages are very ſparing, ſupplying them by arxiliary particles ; from 
thence infers, ingenia priorum ſeculorum noitris fuiſſe multo acutiora & 
ſubtiliora. But with reverence to the judgment of that incompara- 
ble Man, though it muſt be granted, that the Language being ſo, there 
was great wit in reducing the inflexions of words to ſuch Rules of 
Art; yet if theſe Rules be not zeceſſary to Language, and according 
to nature, but that words may ſignihe ſufficiently and in ſome reſpedts 
better without them, then there 1s greater judgment ſhewed in laying 

them aſide, or framing a Language without them. 
If all theſe Rules were gezeral and conſtant, yet the multitude and 
variety

variety of them would adde much difficulty to the Latin : But now 
the exceptions and Anomaliſms to theſe Rules are ſo very numerous, 
that there is much more pains required for the remembring of them, 
than of the Rules themſclves z inſomuch that many eminent Gram- 
marians bave written again(t Analogy, both in Greek and Latin. 
{ ſhall offer a very brict view of them. 
As to the infl-xions of Nouns 1n reſpect,

As for the ſeveral Anomaliſms in Syntax, referring either to Concord 
or Regimen; they are ſo exceeding numerous, that it would be too 
tedious torecite them : And they may be lecn in every Grammar, 

Adde to theſe the ſeveral exceptions in the Rules of Proſodia, about 
the right accentirg and quantity of words. 

And from all thefe- particulars pur togerher, it is ſuthciently evi- 
dent that there may be very many and great advantages ina Philoſo- 
phical Language, above that of the Latin Tongue 3 <lpecially in theſe 
that this hath | 29 mneceſlary Rules, 

| xo Exceptions. 

As for the China Cliiratter and Language ſo much talked of in the 
world, if it be rightly repreſented by thoſe that have livedin that 
Country, and pretend to underſtand the Language, there are many 
conſiderable faults in it, which make it come far ſhort of the advan- 
tages which may be in ſuch a Philoſophical Language as is here 
deligned. 

I. The multitude of Characters and Words, of which there are 
about 80000. others ſay 120000. and of theſe a man mult have in 
readineſs abour eight or ten thouſand before he 1s to be counted one 
that can write the Charader, or judged fit to expreſs his mind by it. 

2. Theſe Characters are ſtrangely complicated and diftticule as to 
the Fignreof them, as may ſufticiently appear by the following in- 
{tance of the Lords Prayer in this Character : The Manuſcript of 
which, together with a Catechiſm in the China CharaGer and Lan- 
guage, was communicated to me by that Ingenious, and Inquiſitive 
Perſon, Mr. Lodowick 3 in which there was both the Creed and Ten 
Commandments, with ſeveral Queſtions and Anſwers about the Prin- 
ciples of Chriſtian Religion : The Language being writ on one (ide of 
the Character in our common Letters;zand a verbal Tranſlation in Latin 
on the other fide. I did purpole out of this to have inſerted the Lords 
Prayer as it was in that Copy; in order to which I procured a Cut 
to be made of the Character : but this Manuſcript being deſtroyed in 
the late Fire, and not knowing where to procure a ſupply of it, I 8m 
neceſſitated to offer the CharaGters without the Verbal Interpretatt- 
ons of them. Their way of reading is known to be from the top on 
the right fide downwards.

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Beſides the difficulty and perplexedneſs of theſe Charatters, there 
doth not ſeem to be any kind of Analogy (ſofar as am able to judge) 
betwixt the ſhape of the Charafters, and the things repreſented by

mitica, cp-2* Accents, hath fix ſeveral ſences, of no kind of aſtinity or nearrieſs to 
one another. + And the moſt expert Men among themſelves are not 
able ſo exactly to diſtinguiſh in pronunciation, without uſing ſeveral . 
attempts and repetitions to explain what they mean 3 or ſometime 
by making the Figure of the Character they would exprets with their 
Firgers in the Air, or upon a Wall, or Table. 

Hiſt. Parts, $5. Though in ſome particulars they ſeem to found their Character 

Cap. 6, upon the Philoſophy of things, yet 'tis not ſo in others. The Cha- 
rater put for a precious Stone (faith Semedo) mult be uſed with ad- 
ditions to it for ſeveral kinds of Gems, as Pearls, &c. So the Cha- 
racter for any kind of Tree, muſt have joined to it, the Charatter tor 
Wood; and the lerter that ſignifies Metals, mult be annexed to the 
Character of Tron, Copper, Steel, &c. The meeting with which pal. 
lage, was no ſmall ſatisfaction to me, in reference to that way which 
I had before pitched upon for the molt natural expreſſion of things. 
But this (ſaith he) 1s no conſtant Rule amongſt them. It ſhould 
{cemto be obſerved only in ſome few ſpeczes of nature which are 
molt obvious, there being reaſon to doubt whether they had any 
ſuch general Theory of Philoſophy, as might ſerve for all other thing; 
and notions. | 

In this it isto* be acknowledged tbat they have a great advantage 
above the Latin, becauſe their words are not declined by Terminati- 
ons, but by Particles, which makes their Grammar much more ealie 
than that of the Latin. 

To this I might adde ſomething concerning the advantage of this 
Philoſophical way, above thoſe attempts towards a Univerſal Cha- 
racter which have been made by others. That of Marks or Letters 
by Cicero z that of zumbers by an Ingenious Country-man of our 
own, followed fince by Beckerns, and by Athanaſens Kircher ; together 
with that other attempt towards an Univerſal Language, by Philip 
Labbe., All which are in this one reſpe@& defective, becaule they are 
not Philoſophical 3 upon which account they are much more difh- 
cult, and leſs diſtinct. 


Theſe things being premiſed concerning the many needleſs Rales, 
and great variety of exceptions in the Latin; it will not be very dit- 
ficultto make a compariſon betwixt that, and the Character and 
Language here propoſed. 

For the right eſtimating of the difficulty which there is in the 


Learning of any Language, theſe two things are to be enquired into.

” that place they relate to, it will appear that he doth not there de- ay 5s 
ſign to give an account of the juſt number of words in the Latin, but 
only to ſhew the great varizty which 1s made by the Trflexion and 
Compoſition of Verbs : To which purpoſe the firſt thing he lays down 

| is, That there are about one thouſand Radical Verbs in the Latir. X 
And then Secondly, That every Verb in the Declenſions of ir, hath 
about five hundred ſeveral varieties or Caſes of Intlexion, which make 
up the number of five hundred thouſand. And then Thirdly, He 
ſuppoſeth each of thele to be compounded with nine Prepolicions, 
as for inſtance, the word Ceſſet, Rece)ſut, Accelſit, Abſceſſit, Inceſſit. Ex- 

. ceſſit. Succeſſat, Deceſſrt, Conceſſit, Proceſſit ; this will raile the whole 
number to five millions : 1n which account he reckons only the Cales 
and Compolitions of Verbs, and takes no notice of the Particles of 
ſpeecl, nor ſuch other words as are not radically Ve1bs, which are 
VETY NUINECTOUS, 

Of all other Languages, the Greek 1s looked upon to be one of X 
the molt copious; the Radixes of which are eſteemed to be about % 
3244. But then it doth exceedingly abound in Compoſitiom, 1n 
which the Latiz Topgue being more fparing, mult therctore upon 
that account have inore Radicals. What the particular number of 
theſe may be, 1s not eafic to determine; becaule Learned Men do 
not agree about many of them, whether they are Kadicals, or Deri- 
vatives. They may be by moderate computation eſtimated to be 
about ter thouſand, molt of which are either ab/o/ntely, or in phraſe, 
or both ways equivocal.

2, Now for the Latin Grammar, it doth in the common way 
of Teaching take up ſeveral of our firſt years, not without great 
toy] and vexation of the mind, under the hard tyranny of the 
School, before we arrive to a tolerable $kill in it. And this is 
chiefly occalioned from that great multitude of ſuch Rules as are not 
neceilary to the Philoſophy of ſpeech, together with the Anoma- 
liſms and exceptions that belong, to them; the difticulty ot which 
may well be camputed equal, to the pains of Learning one third pars 
of the words; according to which the labour required to the attain» 

Ing of the Latin, may be eſtimated equal to the pains of Learning 
forty thouſand words. 

Now in the way here propoſed, the words neceſſary for commu- 

* nication are not three thouſand, and thole lo ordered by the help of 


natural method, that they may be more eaſily learned and remem-

So that by this it appears, that in point of eafineſs betwixt this and 
the Latin, there is the proportion of one to forty z thatis, a man of 
an ordinary capacity may more eaſily learn to expreſs himſelf this 
way in one Month, than he can by the Latin in forty Months.
